Lesbians Who Sleep With Men 
Dear Coming Up! 

I know that a new controversy has been bub- 
bling up in our community: the issue of lesbians 
sleeping with men. A couple of years ago when 
I first heard of lesbians who were ‘‘going back’’ 
to men, I was appalled. Like so many other les- 
bians, I felt betrayed, as if we weren’t good 
enough. I felt abandoned because we were, after 
all, a cause, a movement. I felt threatened because 
our numbers might shrink and the fewer we are, 
the more visible and vulnerable we become. 

But as my own friends told me about their ex- 
perimental affairs with men, I told myself to be 
less judgmental. I wanted to understand their 
necessity to do this ‘‘thing.’’ 

Then I began to have dreams about men which 
shocked me and even-made me ashamed. I didn’t 
understand what my deeper mind was trying to 
tell me. I’d been out as a lesbian since 1979. 
‘*What is this shit?!’’ 

Gradually I began exploring my own inner 
works and what I found was as surprising as when 
I first began sleeping with women and identify- 
ing as a lesbian: I found a desire to be sexual with 
men again. 

For me, I believe, this need stems from the fact 
that I was once a heterosexually oriented girl who 
was raped while still a virgin at a young age. After 
that shattering trauma, I continued to try to have 
relationships with men, but they always failed, 
not only due to the insensitivities of many men 
I encountered, but also due to my own fear and 
distrust from my emotional wounds. 

Sex with women was not any easier; the switch 
had not solved all my problems. Having recent- 
ly gone through a long therapy process specifical- 
ly for rape survivors something in me stirred to 
try it again with men, even against my rational 
judgment as a lesbian content with women, with 
my community and with my identity. 

I believe that many lesbians are experimenting 
with men now for reasons similar to mine, or for 
very different reasons. I am not sayin that a 
therapy process regarding sexual abuse should 
steer us back to men. For me, the healing process 
has created a desire to truly have a choice about 
whether I wish to live with men inj pri rela- 

‘tionship or not. Most lesbians ho were born 
with a sexual orientation toward women will 
never have this choice, nor the privilege that 
comes with heterosexuality. 

Regardless of what the reasons are that a les- 
bian sleeps with or ‘‘goes back to’’ men, the pro- 
cess is bewildering and even frightening in some 


ways, as we fear losing our friends in the same 
way we did when we first came out as lesbians. 
The need to hide a part of ourselves is all too 
familiar. 

Understandably, lesbians for whom heterosex- 
uality never was, nor will be, an option are angry 
about this issue. Also, the fear of greater risk of 


‘bringing AIDS into our seemingly protected com- 


munity is certainly a valid one. 

But if we have learned anything as lesbians, it 
should be the need to permit others the search for 
their individual sexual identity without the op- 
pressive judgment of others. Our sexuality can- 
not be, nor should it be, legislated, regulated, 
repressed or otherwise controlled, neither by the 
straight world that refuses to accept our lesbian 
love, nor by the gay world that fears abandon- 
ment. 


Whether I will continue to sleep with men or 
not myself is still unknown to me. If so, obviously 
I will no longer be a lesbian but a bisexual, a term 
I so often ridiculed in the past. Yet, I'dream of 
a day like that in Marge Piercy’s Woman on the 
Edge of Time in which labels are unnecessary 
because whom one sleeps with has absolutely no 
social value whatsoever: the difference is 
unnoteworthy. 

But I do not live in my dreams. I live in a world 
where women, gays and people of color are 
repeatedly victims. If my lesbian label will no 
longer fit, I still cannot change my lesbian iden- 
tity easily after so many years of actively strug- 
gling for acceptance from my straight fgmily and 
the larger society. What has been my community, 
I fear, will now berate me and throw me out, 
without taking the time to understand. Again, it 
seems so familiar. 

I wonder if we have not built our community 
as much on excluding others (as a response to our 
own experience of being excluded) as on our 
special experience as women-loving women. 
Whatever choice I eventually make, I know that 
I will continue to be accepted by those friends who 
see sexuality as one aspect of our lives, not the 
signpost of our real character. As gays have been 
saying for so long, let us not judge others by 
whome they sleep with but by whether they sup- 
port and act on the need for increased-justice in 
our world. 
~ T would wish that the lesbian community could 
begin to embrace the diversity of sexuality that 
continues to grow within and radiate from it, tru- 
ly supporting a woman’s right to choose.

Point of Absurdity 

I’m getting a bit tired of people who carry their 
political ideas to the point of absurdity. A good 
example is ‘‘A Green-Eyed Giant’’ (Letters, May 
1988), who condemns other women for daring to 
express their preferences in their personal ads. 

What Green-Eyed Giant and others of her ilk 
don’t.seem to understand is that a personal ad 
isn’t the same as an ad for a job or an apartment, 
and cannot be subjected to the same standards 
of civil egalitarianism. Civil rights are public 
rights; they do not apply to someone else’s private 
life. A person may have a right to fair employ- 
ment, fair housing, etc., but she does not have a 
“‘right’’ to someone else’s friendship, affection, 
love, or sexual desire. One’s private life is not a 
job opening, one’s bedrooom is not an apartment 
for rent, and one’s body is not a place of business 
open to the public. (At least, my body isn’t a place 
of business open to the public; if Green-Eyed 
Giant’s is, that’s her problem.) 

Individual sexual tastes are as varied, and as 
inexplicable, as individual tastes in food or music. 
They aren’t governed by, and have nothing to do 
with, one’s political, religious, or other beliefs. 
(If religious beliefs controlled sexual tastes, no 
Catholic child would ever grow up to be 
homosexual!) Green-Eyed Giant apparently can’t 
perceive this distinction; to her, a person who isn’t 
sexually attracted to certain races is a ‘‘racist.’’ 
This is blatant nonsense. I happen not to be sex- 
ually attracted to men. Does that mean that I that 
men, or that I wish them harm, or that I regard 


them as inferior to myself? No, it does not; all 
it means is that they don’t appeal to me sexual- 
ly. Does my lack of sexual interest in men in- 
terfere in any way with their civil rights? Certainly 
not, because they don’t have any ‘“‘right’”’ to go 
to bed with me in the first place. And neither does 
a woman who doesn’t appeal to me sexually.

This is every 
bit as presumptuous and odious as Jerry Falwell’s 
idea that we should run our sex lives according 
to his religious beliefs. 

And she dares accuse others of having a ‘‘Hit- 
ler’ mentality?

An Open Letter from the 
West Coast Women’s Music Festival 

We would like to thank the women’s com- 
munity for the wonderful, supportive response 
we received last year. Your positive energy and 
the outpouring of love helped us to gain the 
strength to go on this year. There are two issues 
we would like to share. One is insurance, the 
other, ‘women-only’ space. 

1. Shortly before the Festival last year, there 
was a possibility that the county in which the 
festival was being held would deny us a permit 
because we were a women-only Festival. With the 
help of our attorney, Kay Tsenin, we were able 
to successfully obtain a permit by proving that 
the rights of oppressed people to gather was af- 
firmative action, rather than discrimination, thus 
setting precedent ruling in the State of Califor- 
nia, not only for ‘women-only’ space, but for the 
rights of other minorities.We were granted the 
permit .. . after a great legal struggle. 

2. Insurance has become an increasing pro- 
blem, and last year we were unable to obtain 
‘business interruption’ insurance (what they call 
‘rain’ or Act of God insurance). However, this 
year, (we assume that statistically they do not 
believe natural disasters strike twice) we have been 
able to obtain ‘Act of God’ insurance which in- 

sures all tickets against any cancellation due to 
weather conditions such as fire, drought, earth- 
quake, etc. We ended last year in deficit. The ma- 
jority ofour expenses must be paid for prior to 
the Festival. We would like to once again, ask for 
your much needed support by asking you to buy 
your ticket as early as possible so that we may 
meet those expenses. From getting and keeping 
land to insurance to legal battles, this Festival has 
bene an uphill struggle. Thank you again for giv- 
ing us the energy to go on.

Achtenberg Staffers 
Contest Endorsement 

As staff members for Roberta Achtenberg’s 
campaign for State Assembly, we are glad that 
you managed to tack an ‘‘Achtenberg for 
Assembly’’ headline on your endorsement arti- 
cle for the recent special election. We are appall- 
ed, however, at the inaccuracies and mudsling- 
ing that much of the text of the article contain- 
ed. Your analysis of how Roberta was running 
her campaign looked more like a thinly veiled at- 
tempt to sabotage the credibility, respect, and en- 
thusiasm that was built for this progressive, les- 


‘pian candidate. 


You criticize Roberta for hiring a ‘‘seemingly 
inexperienced campaign manager,’’ who you 
think got rich off of the lesbian and gay com- 
munity; producing television commercials; tak- 
ing ‘‘cheap shots’’ at John Burton’s history of 
drug addiction; and devoting time towards pre- 
venting the State Democratic Party from endor- 
sing Burton. We wonder, since you never 
bothered to ask Roberta, her campaign manager, 
or her press spokesperson about any of these 
issues, how well informed your arguments were. 

For starters, you obviously have no familiari- 


ty with politics on a state or national level, or you - 


would know that campaign manager Michael 
Fenenbock has consulted on over 200 campaigns 
across the country. He was hired because he had 
more creative ideas than many local pundits 
about how to create visibility for a relatively 
unknown candidate. Roberta’s strong showing 
against the most formidable name in San Fran- 
cisco politics and the accolades she has received 
from all over the country demonstrated the 
wisdom of that choice. 

Less than one-fifth of the campaign’s funds 
went to television (not the 56 per cent you claim- 
ed). F & A Media did not make any money on 
the commercials; they simply hired and paid the 
technical staff. Fenenbock was paid a $5,000 fee 
plus a small percentage of the cost of buying air- 
time. The television commercials were designed 
to do something a brochure could not — bring 
‘*Roberta’’ alive as an individual with whom 
voters could feel camfortable. This is a critical 
need for any lesbian or gay candidate, especially 
one who begins with iow name recognition. 
Tracking polls showed an enormous shift towards 
Roberta during the period in which the first com- 
mercial aired. Had we had more money for televi- 
sion in the final days of the race, the result would 
have been much closer and we might possibly 
have-won. 

Roberta NEVER mentioned Burton’s history 
of chemical dependency and repeatedly offered 
praise for all individuals who are in recovery. But 
when people run for public office, their record 
is open to scrutiny. Voters always have a right to 
know the facts about how well candidates for 
public office have done their jobs in the past. 
Roberta also brought up Burton’s employment 
as a corporate lobbyist — another fact. It was the 
Burton campaign that argued that one candidate 
commenting on another’s PUBLIC RECORD is 
taking ‘‘cheap shots.’’ Coming Up! could have 
taken a more sophisticated look at that charge in- 
stead of buying it hook, line, and sinker. 

Your assessment of our success in blocking the 
Democratic Party’s endorsement of John Burton 
sounds intriguingly identical to the line the Bur- 
ton campaign put out to explain the loss of the 
endorsement. It took a day and a half of the time 
of a few staff people, members of the Democratic 
Party’s Central Committee, and Roberta to stop 
the endorsement (Burton’s supporters worked 
just as hard — if not harder — trying to win the

a7 emember, Tim, this is Shanti, this 
is not the real world,’’ warns a 


former Shanti staffer. ‘“This is the 
twilight zone.”’ 

In the past few weeks a bewildering series of 
charges, accusations and allegations have 
swirled around Shanti Project and the 
organization’s executive director, Jim Geary. 
Critics accuse Geary of sexual harrassment, 
nepotism, unfair labor practices, and abusive 
and manipulative behavior. The project has 
seen its budget cut, its internal policies 
scrutinized, and open warfare break out on it’s 
board of directors. Shelley Fernandez, a Jew- 
ish Latina lesbian, and the only woman of col- 
or on the board, was expelled from the board 
on May 22. 

The controversy has taken a toll. The San 
Francisco Human Rights Commission is in- 
vestigating racial and sex discrimination inside 
the Project. The HRC inquiry, due out in 
August, prompted the San Francisco Health 
Commission to only fund Shanti for the first 
90 days of the new fiscal year, through 
September 1988: The Health Commission also 
directed its staff to investigate alternative 
sources for Shanti services — probably a moot 
point. There are no other services like Shanti 
in town. 

The health commission decision exacerbates 
Shanti’s financial difficulties, in part a result 
of the departure of Development Director Bea 
Roman (see sidebar). The project is also suf- 
fering a drop off in the number of volunteers 


applying to join the project as practical and 


emotional support volunteers. Some Shanti 
board members suggest that the drop of fis due 
to all the controversy. = i 
At the heart of the controversy stands the 
enigmatic figure of Jim Geary, a man either 
revered as an effective and charismatic leader, 
or castigated as a charming despot determin- 
ed to maintain total control over ‘‘his’’ agen- 
cy at any cost. : 
Demands for Geary’s resignation are cir- 


Os anonymously among staff, and a let- 


tér demanding the same has been sent:to the 
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San Francisco Board of Supervisors. But 
Geary stated to Coming Up!, ‘‘I have no in- 
tention of resigning because I feel in my heart 
that I have done nothing wrong, and I am not 
going to allow the organization... to be sub- 
ject to this kind of attack. I would be the first 
person to willingly resign if I felt I had done 
something wrong or not acted in the best in- 
terests of the project.’’ 

“It is like a reign of terror over there,”’ 
alleges Fernandez, ‘‘(The staff) have told me 
they are afraid that if they say something they 
will be fired, and I think they will be. They 
have told me privately that as soon as the 
Human Rights Commission inquiry is over... 
(Geary) will fire all the people that have 
disagreed with him and that if there is any pro- 
blem with his job he intends to take the agen- 
cy down with him. He did not say that to me... 
but it is around.”’ 

Geary calls the accusations that those who 
oppose him are forced to leave ‘‘absolutely un- 
true... people on staff have disagreed with me 
throughout the history of Shanti project.’In 
fact I welcome disagreement, if it provides an 
opportunity for a better solution to a 
problem.”’ 

Ata March 27 board meeting, in Executive 
Session, Shanti staff member Eric Shifler was 
invited to give the board a sense of the staff’s 
mood. Coming Up! was informed that he 
detailed serious staff dissatisfaction with man- 
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agement practices, plummeting morale and a 
general malaise affecting many of the workers 
at the project. He described the catch phrase 
that staffers say characterize work at Shanti as 
‘‘Open your heart and cover your ass.”’ 

“‘It was a sense of like open your heart, but 
don’t tell me anything or else we’ll use it against 
you,” remarks Tighe Foley, a former ad- 
ministrative secretary with the project. He said 
in a regular job that may be appropriate, but 
in the context of the AIDS epidemic it is not.

dying. You have to have room to talk about 
your feelings. (At) Shanti you’d think people 
would have a safer feeling but people just 
didn’t.”’ ™ 

Lilian Svendson, a former emotional sup- 
port volunteer, claims everyone ‘‘walked on 
egg shells around there’’ when she was 
volunteering. A current upper echelon staff 
member who wishes to remain anonymous 
alleges, ‘“‘When an individual is identified as 
a trouble maker on staff he is excommunicated 
from the organization. People are afraid, even 
if they are friends, to stand up for them.” 

Geary maintains, ‘‘It concerns me that some 
employees are afraid to speak out their con- 
cerns. I don’t feel it is by any means the ma- 
jority of the employees... as an organization 
we are working to reduce that climate of fear 
and intimidation.

Few other organizations in the midst of the AIDS epidemic 
have offered so much to the gay and lesbian community as 
Shanti has. Now the Shanti Project is in the midst of a crisis, 
but this time the challenge comes from within. — 

It’s important as the events swirling about Shanti continue 
to unfold that our community remember how much Shanti 
has meant to us and we continue to fully support it — 
volunteer, give money, host fundraisers.

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about 50 Shanti employees held a meeting, 
without Jim Geary or any of his close manage- 
ment associates present, as they usually are.

Sex Harassment Charges 


Bea Tracy, former Volunteer Coordinator 
of Shanti, alleges ‘‘... Jim does a lot of damage. 
He did a lot of snl aassment to many of 
the men there — a lot of sexual harassment. 
I’m sure there will be many that will start com- 
ing out to talk about it.’’ Geary flatly denies 
he harassed employees, had sex with them, or 
used sex as a tool of employment: ‘‘Of the cur- 
rent staff of 67. I’ve only had sexual relations 
with one, my lover Jess,’’ he says. 

Dan Brewer, Transportation Coordinator 
for Shanti, alleges that he had two intimate 
contacts in 1986 with Geary. He says, ‘‘There 
was a period of flirtatiousness, coming on or 
whatever. I was flattered by the attention, to 
be honest.’’ Brewer alleges they spent two 
separate evenings together; the second time, 
Brewer alleges that a magsage from Geary 
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became ‘‘very sexual”’ and Brewer claims, “‘I 
put the skids on it,” because he felt uncomfor- 
table. ‘‘I will call it exploitation, not sexual 
harassment,’’ he says. ‘‘I don’t know where 
\the responsibility lies. Whether I was willing 
cor not, I was certainly never coerced or 
‘threatened. I don’t know if it is OK from an 
ethical standpoint to exploit a person’s will- 
ingness to do it.” 

Brewer noticed, however, that his life at 
Shanti became ‘‘easier’’ after the encounter. 
He moved to a choicer position in Shanti, but 
felt the price was greater loyalty to Geary and 
pointed to 200-300 hours of overtime for Shan- 
ti he feels were a ‘‘trade off”’ for the encounter. 
‘*1 don’t know what was exploitation, me or 
him. Where did sexual harassment begin or 
end?”’ 

Jimmer McGrath, a former Information 
and Referral Specialist with the project, alleges 
that he was directly approached by Geary. 
‘‘Jim came out of his office one day and ask- 
ed me how big I was, and then told me he had 
just started fantasizing about what was in my 
pants,’’ says McGrath. Geary calls McGrath’s 
accusation, ‘‘absolutely untrue.’’ 
~ Bea Roman, Shanti’s former Development 
Director, is in thé process of filing a civil suit 
against Geary for sexual harrassment, as well 
as for alleged anti-Semitic remarks made by 
Geary (see sidebar). Several sources currently 
working at Shanti allege that Jess Randall, 
Geary’s lover, took a picture of Bea Roman’s 
naked posterior while she was asleep at an 
AIDS conference in Los Angeles last. year. 

Sources say that Roman was upset and 
angry about the incident and demanded the 
return of the photograph. Instead, the picture 
ended up on the wall at the Shanti Project’s 
Christmas Party and in a video made up of 
stills from the year at Shanti. Roman alleged- 
ly tried to retrieve the picture from Shanti 
without success, according to several sources. 
Neither she nor Geary would comment on the 
incident due to the threat of litigation. 

Shelley Fernandez says she was riding in a 
car with Geary and Andrew Lewallen, another 
board member. Fernandez alleges that Geary 
suddenly asked ‘‘what kind of sex I have, and 
I told him I did not think that was an ap- 
propriate subject to discuss with him.’’ She 
alleges that Geary pressed on, saying he was 
only interested in finding out if Fernandez 
practiced safe sex. Again she refused to join 
the. conversation, saying, ‘‘It’s not 
appropriate.”’ 

Fernandez alleges Geary and Lewellen laun- 
ched into a detailed description of dental dams 
and how to use them. Adding insult to injury 
they accused her of being square. Fernandez 
said their refusal to stop talking was, ‘“‘not only 
inappropriate but also paras ts 

Lewallen rejects Fernandez’ version. He 
says Geary never asked Fernandez about her, 
sexual proclivities and the discussion aroun 
dental dams was solely because he had jus 
found out Walgreens was finally selling the 
dams. Lewallen was excited by the discovery’ 
and says he discussed the issue animatedly as 
a result with no intention to offend Fernandez. 

Other instances of overt or implied sexuali- 
ty to which people applied different interpreta- 
tions were raised repeatedly in conversations 
with current and former Shanti staffers and 
volunteers. 

Kiernan Fradette, an M.D. and attorney 
who volunteered in the emotional support pro- 
gram, says that sexuality was not an issue at 
Shanti. He said he had never heard rumors to 
that effect and, ‘‘gay people will talk their head 
off if there is anything there.’’ 

Rob Davenport, an emotional support 
volunteer, complained that on a Shanti retreat 
he attended for people with AIDS, Jim Geary 
took off all his clothes at a group Geary was 
facilitating and urged others to do likewise. 
Davenport questions Geary’s assumptions 
about who was in the room: ‘‘What if the peo- 
ple with AIDS weren’t gay? What if they’re IV 
drug users. What happens to women who go 
ito the retreats?’’ 

_ Jackie Hill, coordinator for the SF Commis- 
sion on the Status of Women, says sex harass- 


~ 


ment occurs when ‘‘sex is the vehicle of an ex- 
pression of power. You have to look at 
whether or not the power of a supervisor was 
being abusive.”’ 


A Family Affair 


An extraordinary cone of silence surrounds 
the Shanti Project. When people finally do 
start to talk about working there, they relate 
tales of psychological warfare, and rampant 
suspicion among the staff, of each other, of 
management, and of Jim Geary. Disciplinary 


write-ups are common, according to several - 


sources, with three write-ups on a combination 
of any offenses of any magnitude sufficient for 
termination. Gossip is rife and seems to be the 
normal way of interdepartment communica- 
tions. And overshadowing everything else is 
the presence of Jim Geary. 

Shanti is described as either being like a cult 
or d¥sfunctional family by the majority of the 
dozens of people Coming Up! spoke with 
regarding the project. Perhaps the two terms 
are the only way to begin to understand the 
heated emotions and the paralyzing fear that 
grips some ex-Shanti staffers discussing their 
time at Shanti, in some cases years after they 
have left the project. ies 

There were gaps, silences, a reluctance by 
some to go back and rake over their experience 
at Shanti, as if even thinking about the ex- 
perience was too painful. Bea Tracy, who 
hasn’t been there for three years, broke down 
in tears as she spoke about Shanti; Linda Max- 
ey, former Clinical Coordinator who left two 
years ago, became agitated and fearful. 
Another former manager who did not wish to 
speak for attribution gave the impression there 
were huge gaps in the story he/she told Com- 
ing Up!, and then phoned back two days later 
to apologize and provide infopmation. 

Charismatic is a frequent word used to 
describ Jim Geary. His emotional support 
training-sessions are still recounted as a high 
point of many people’s involvement with the 
project. Geary’s very magnetism seems to en- 
trance people. Keirnan Fradette calls Geary ‘‘a 
gifted charismatic. In terms of the actual work, 
he brought to it a talent few had.”’ 

Geary gets devoted support from many staff 
and volunteers. Rob Davenport says of the 
Shanti training, ‘‘In 44 hours you go from so- 
meone who’s very closed down — relatively 
speaking — emotionally, to someone who’s 
wide open and has no greater goal than to be 
available to Shanti and all its needs. It’s very 
emotional and uplifting and inspiring.”’ 

New volunteers fall into Shanti with gusto, 
recalls Davenport, and they ‘‘try to continue 
that sensation of openness by facilitating more 
trainings, by working extra clients... It’s ironic 
that there is a sneaking suspicion as you work 
with it that there is something that’s not all love 
and light about this organization.”’ 

Guy Harrison, a former Shanti worker, says 
Geary is a mesmerizing speaker. Harrison said 
he felt that, ‘‘could lead to an almost cult-like 
persona. (Geary) himself (has) likened himself 
to Jesus Christ. The thing about Jim Geary is 
(that...) he is avery powerful and subtle 
manipulator. He plays people off one another 
very frequently.” : 

Harrison says he started worrying about 
cultish aspects of Geary’s role at Shanti when 
he noticed that other emotional sup port 
trainers ‘‘sort of adopted Jim’s mannerisms, 
and at one point adopted his style of clothing 
which happened to be leather (at that time)... 
A lot of the (the facilitaters) tended to sort of 
hang around him wherever he went. ’“They 
would follow him and nobody ever stood up 
to him and said, ‘Well you know I don’t agree 
with that’ during the training, when he would 
make some comments about one of the train- 
ees. It seemed that every thing he said was the 
law.”’ 

A Shanti manager says Weary ‘‘emotional- 
ly rapes and abuses’’ people if they let him. The 
manager says that getting close to Geary is like 
“letting the Trojan horse walk into your heart 
and take over from within. This man makes 
you fall in love with him and his philosophy. 
And then he proceeds to destroy you and uses 
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When Ron Davenport, a volunteer, publicly con- 
fronted Executive Director Jim Geary on the firing of 
Bea Tracy, he didn’t succeed in getting her reinstated. 
After the dust had settled he received a note in the 
mail from ‘‘a secret admirer’’ that quoted the lyrics 
to Jim Croce’s ‘‘South Side of Chicago Boss:”’ 

You don’t TUG on Superman’s Cape 

You don’t SPIT in the wind 

You don’t pull the Mask off the ol’ Lone Ranger 

and you DON’T mess around with Jim

your vulnerabilities as a control mechanism 
over your entire life. He’s like a parasite that 
lives and nourishes himself on the weaknesses 
of others.”’ : 

Fernandez says lines of individuality and ap- 
propriate behavior blur and sometimes disap- 
pear entirely, ‘‘I think he has his personal life 
and he sees himself as the project. I don’t think 
he makes any distinction at all.’’ 

Fernandez, who has served for over 30 years 
ona variety of Boards and agencies, likens the 
effect Jim Geary has on staffers with that of 
Jim Jones of Peoples’ Temple infamy, with 
whom she worked on a low-cost housing com- 
mittee prior to Jones’ departure for Guyana. 
Fernandez believes that those under Geary’s 
influence ‘‘seem to have lost their own in- 
dividuality to a large extent, and it has this 
aspect of a cult and it is not dissimilar from 
those that we have known in this city.’’ Fer- 
nandez paused and took a deep breath, ‘‘I 
don’t know what would happen if Jim Geary 
would offer some of the board and some of the 
staff to drink some Koolaid.’’ Several other in-

‘dividuals contacted by Coming Up! mention- 
ed that Koolaid jokes were rampant at Shanti. 

Tighe Foley compares the situation to a 
dysfunctional family. ‘‘It is as if you go to your 
mom and you say, ‘‘Hi, how are you?’ and 
your mom says, ’Fine,’ and five minutes later 
she slaps you. It’s like, if you do this you get 
slapped, and it also depends on how someone 
is feeling that day.’’ 

Dan Brewer, who was close to Geary at one 
point, laments, ‘‘Something changed in Jim 
Geary. Something got twisted. What happened 
to the idealism and self sacrifice? How did it 


get So perverse and twisted? Geary did not do 
it alone. People invested him with a great deal 
of personal power. They have to take 
responsibility. ; 

‘‘People colluded with Geary ... People 
don’t talk, they collude with the Dad.who was 
sexually abusing them. The big daddy, the 
head of the family,’’ says Brewer. ‘‘All of us 
to one degree or another sold out to Jim. He 
is a powerful man, charismatic, and charming. 
He gave us the approval we all needed so very 
much,’’ says Brewer. 

Brewer says the rewards come in the form 


of working for Shanti, an internationally 
respected agency, from doing important work, 
and from the emotional closeness fostered at 
the agency. Even now Brewer said he would 
go back to Shanti ‘‘in a minute”’ if he was of- 
fered a job. 


Direct Intervention 
And the Role of Gossip 


‘‘Jim Geary is the ultimate control queen of 
the world, undoubtably. Right down to dot- 
ting the ‘i’ and crossing the ‘t’,’’ says a current 
Shanti manager, who feels were his/her iden- 
tity known, he/she would immediatly be fired. 
‘*I mean, if you so much as disagree as to 
where a plant is going to be placed you have 
commited a sin.”’ 

The majority of the people Coming Up! 
contacted wearily noted the role gossip played 
in write-ups and the general running of the 
agency. No one ever knew who was on or off 
Geary’s ‘‘hit list’? that week, according to 
Tighe Foley. 

‘‘There was alot of backstabbing,’’ recounts 
Harrsion. ‘‘Rumors would just end up in Jim’s 


Three Ways to Leave Shanti 


As Coming Up! pursued the story of Shanti the 
circumstances surrounding three individuals 
who left the agency kept cropping up over and 
over again. 


LINDA MAXEY _ 
Clinical Coordinator 
(Resignation under duress) 


~ Linda Maxey devoted four years of her life 
to the Shanti Project, but she describes the 
period surrounding her resignation as ‘‘pro- 
bably the most demoralizing and stressful time 
of my life.”’ 

In January of 1986 she says her supervisor 
Robert Henderson came to her and asked if she 
had had a big ‘‘blow-up’’ with Geary. Maxey 
said no and wondered what the question was 
about. She found out when an evaluation she 
describes as ‘‘horrible’’ showed up on her desk. 
Her previous evaluation by Geary in 1984, then 
her immediate supervisor, used words such as 
““excellent’’ and ‘‘exemplary’’ to describe her 
work. 

The 1986 evaluation was full of 3.5s and 4s: 
the equivalents of Cs and Ds ona report card. 
Maxey recalls, ‘‘I was confused, devastated 
and demoralized by the report. 

Maxey promptly decided to appeal the 
evaluation all the way to the top. She requested 
a ‘conflict mediation’ session with her super- 
visor and the executive director. At the 
February 1986 meeting Maxey said Henderson 
was unable to substantiate the charges of in- 
adequate performance. Maxey says the 
strongest defense of the evaluation came from 
Geary. 

‘*Jim told me he had already talked to the 
personnel committee,’’ complains Maxey. She 
alleges Geary told her the personnel commit- 
tee would refuse to change the evaluation.’’ 

Geary adamantly repudiates Maxey’s ac- 
cusation, ‘‘absolutely not, absolutely untrue, 
I mean that would be totally inappropriate. It 
is not customary for me to go to the person- 
nel committee.’’ He adds, however, 
‘‘Members of the personnel committee would 
frequently ask me questions on how to proceed 
in that particular meeting.’’ 

Maxey got stubborn and decided to continue 
the appeal anyway saying she would ‘“‘take it 
to the president of the United States,’’ if 

_ hecessary. For my own sense of integrity I 
thought it was essential that I not just walk 
away without having taken the next step.”’ 

Maxey arrived at her hearing with strongly 
worded letters of commendation which pro- 
tested the Shanti evaluation from the likes of 
Alison Moed, head nurse on Ward 5A and 

another from Chris Morrison, director of nur- 
sing on at the same. At the hearing, Geary 
alone among the directors did not bother to 
look at the letters, ‘‘He put them on the table 
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next to him and never read them,’’ says Max- 
ey, despite board President Carol Tocher’s re- 
quest to ‘‘take a look at these.’” Maxey com- 
mented, ‘‘Jim was closed to change. His body 
language and that action said it all.’’ 

Maxey quit a couple of months later in 
August after her job responsibilities were cut 
back along with a drastic increase in her 
workload. Maxey says Geary authored those 
reclassifications. 

The new person hired for her position as 
Clinical Coordinator of Shanti counseling on 
Ward SA at SF General was Robin Rose, cur- 
rently Geary’s close friend and roommate. 
Rose, formerly an emotional support 
volunteer for Shanti, had worked as a recep- 
tionist in a veterinary office for several years 
prior to her time at Shanti. 

‘*As soon as Robin was there, suddenly it 
was triple staffing, and suddenly those 16 (ex- 
tra) hours of doing counseling didn’t have to 
happen. It was very hard to swallow,”’ says 
Maxey. 

One source close to the whole affair says 
unequivocally, ‘‘The truth of the matter is that 
Jim Geary ran Linda Maxey out and Robin 
Rose in.”’ 

Geary says he feels extremely uncomfortable 
discussing personnel disagreements: that puts 
him at a disadvantage in defending himself 
over what happened to Maxey, ‘‘I can’t real- 
ly talk to you about that. It’s just not fair to 
her?”? 


| BEA ROMAN 


Development Director 
(Resignation with honor) 


‘‘Fire that woman!’’ yelled Jess Randall, . 
| Shanti’s finance director and lover to Jim 


Geary, in a voice loud enough to be heard out- 
side the office where a staff meeting was be- 


| ing held earlier this year. 


On March 4 Roman handed in her official 
resignation, after being first terminated and 
then allowed to resign. Roman is now the Ex- 
ecutive Director of the National Lesbian and 
Gay Health Foundation ‘in Washington D.C. 
Her resignation was followed by the resigna- 


_ tion of Roger Way, the Assistant Director, for 
undetermined reasons. 


One of the official reasons for Roman’s 


| departure was allegations her fundraising 
| abilities were being outgrown by the job. In the 


Board’s March minutes discussing the 


| resignation of Roman and the fate of the 


Development Department, Jim Geary refers to 


| the ‘‘poor performance’’ of Roman, a point 
| disputed by those who knew her. 


In December, Roman was praised for being 


29 percent over her fundraising budget. In 


igs ee 
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January, Jim Geary credited Roman’s depart- 
ment with raising well over $100,000. But from 
then until March, Roman’s position at Shan- 
ti shifted dramatically. 

Roman was written up. One of the write-ups 
was for smoking in her office with the door 
open — Shanti has a non-smoking policy in 


‘common areas, smoking is allowed in private 


offices. The only problem, according to 
reports received by Coming Up!, is that she was 
not there at the time, and her door was slight- 
ly ajar rather than wide open. 

According to reports pieced together by 
Coming Up! the foundation for the resignation 
of Bea Roman resides in a turf war between 
Randall and Roman over who would control 
the direct mail campaign and other projects. 
Roman apparently wanted control over the list 
and so did Randall. The situation was com- 
plicated by personal differences contributing 
to the tension between the two individuals. | 

either Roman nor Geary were willing to 
comment on the circumstances surrounding 
her departure from the organization, due toa 
civil suit filed by Roman against Geary, which 
alleges that Geary referred to Roman as ‘‘a 
loud-mouthed Jew’’ and also contains charges 
regarding the photo that ended up in the video 
(see main story). 


BEA TRACY 
Volunteer Coordinator 
(Termination) 


When the volunteers found out that Bea 
Tracy had been fired from Shanti in July of 
1985, they revolted and demanded her 
reinstatement. Jim Geary was forced to hold 
a special meeting with them to explain himself. 

- In the end Bea Tracy was fired and the 
volunteers’ grand rebellion fizzled, but the 
anger and resentment of those involved lingers 
on. She is currently working with an AIDS 
organization in Walnut Creek. 

Rob Davenport, a former Shanti volunteer 
who played a central role in the revolt, wryly 
says the final confrontation was ‘‘anticlimatic. 
Of course, we did a little meditation and a lit- 
tle healing, and we all hugged and smiled at the 
end? 

The official Shanti explanation of Tracy’s 
exit from the agency centered on her inability 
to maintain the paper flow desired by Geary. 
Tracy, volunteers and staff, offer several 
reason for her departure: first was her outright 
refusal to kowtow to Geary; second was her 
popularity; she had a power base Geary 
perceived as a threat to his authority. Tracy, 
an MFCCI nearing completion of her intern- 
ship, also was the project’s only trained 


counselor. , 

Several sources cite another reason for 
Tracy’s firing: originally Shanti had a policy 
that forbid emotional support volunteers from 
having sex with any Shanti clients. In 1985 
Geary wanted to change that policy to allow 
volunteers to have sex with clients as long as 
the client wasn’t theirs. Tracy, along with 
several other staff members, heatedly oppos- 
ed the change in policy. 

Jimmer Mcgrath confirmed Tracy fought 
the policy tooth and nail ‘‘and that was her 
downfall. You don’t oppose Jim Geary. It’s 
an unwritten law.’’ 

In 1984 Tracy says Geary’s evaluation gave 
the impression she could ‘‘walk on water.’’ 
Just a year later the tone of his evaluation swit- 
ched dramatically and words like ‘‘appalled,’’ 
“‘annoyed’”’ and ‘‘(un)professional’’ started 
appearing. . 

Next she started being written up for not fill- 
ing her paperwork put properly after she had 
repeatedly requested clerical assistance. Geary 
interpreted her inability to keep up with the 
paperwork an act of insubordination in a writ- 
ten warning shortly before she was fired. 

Tracy pointed out to Coming Up! that part 
of her inability to keep up with the paperwork 
stemmed from her physical limitations, polio 
earlier on in her life. The other part was simp- 
ly mountains of paperwork. Geary’s written 
warnings took on an increasingly vicious and 
ominous tone culminating is a letter dictated 
to board president Carol Tocher declaring that 
the board ‘‘unanimously requested’’ Tracy’s 
resignation. Except it hadn’t. 

Davenport sent the letter to all volunteers on 
the roster, a move that prompted the volunteer 
meeting. ‘‘I thought the dismissal of Tracy was 
just totally out of line,’’ Davenport told Com- 
ing Up!. ‘‘Because I saw what clearly to my 
mind was an old-boy network run by a master- 
ful manipulator. And that meant that we really 
were all left out unless we kissed ass. And 
frankly, having just trained myself to open’ 
myself to be available to and another human 
being and that that was what this organization 
was all about, was love and light — I was really 
resentful that, in fact was fucked.”’ 

The meeting occurred on July 19 two weeks 
after the board approved Tracy’s termination. 
Instead of discussing the issue the meeting 
became an occasion to ‘‘process’’ volunteers’ 
feelings about the dismissal. Somewhere bet- 
ween 30 and 50 volunteers showed up at the 
meeting. Davenport says the letter from Geary 
about the meeting ‘‘said we would come 
together and open with a meditation and try 
and get into a healing mode so that we could 
process this upsetting event — i.e. firing Bea 


covets .. he didn’t see this as an opportunity to 
really argue the question so much as to open 


up to the healing of the universe.’’ 
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office. If you were angry and you said 
something or you were processing and said 
something, you had to be careful, because it 
could end up in Jim’s office or your super- 
visor’s desk.”’ 

‘Keeping people off balance that way’’ is 
a very effective means of playing divide and 
conquer, says Dan Brewer. Bea Tracy says that 
Geary had a system while she was at Shanti 
where if something went wrong and he wasn’t 
told one got in trouble for it, ‘‘but if you did 
tell him, even if you were involved, you were 
off the hook.”’ : 

Both Linda Maxey and Bea Tracy allege that 
during their tenure Geary used information ob- 
tained at supposedly confidential staff support 
sessions against employees or tried to. Geary 
denies the charge. In one case, according to 
Maxey, he tried to get her to fire one of her 
staff for something said in a staff support 
group. She refused. ‘‘You work hard to build 
trust with your staff — it just takes something 
like that to destroy it.’ Geary denies he had 
ever used information from support groups in 
that way.- 

Employees at Shanti get three written war- 
nings before they-can be terminated. Descrip- 
tions of the write-up situation at Shanti range 
from ‘‘they weré flying around like confetti’’ 
to a ‘‘badge of honor.”’ Staff could be writ- 
ten up for serious offenses or minor infrac- 
tions, but the write-up had the same weight. 

People were written up for their tone of 
voice on the telephone,. personal comments 
about other staff made in private, writing and 
circulating a petition protesting hiring pratices 
and even for showing up late from work on 
their first day back from a long leave. 

“*It was kind of a joke,’’ says Tighe Foley, 
‘*Everyone has to have one before you are left 
alone.”’ Foley said the situation got so out of 
hand that the threat of write-ups became a 
game. He said people used to say to one anoth- 
er you better watch out or I’ll write you up even 
though it was meant as a joke; ‘‘It’s a way to 
control people and take away their power, you 
fuck with me and I’ll write you up!”’ 


Minority Programs at Shanti 


When the San Francisco Health Commis- 
sion denied all but 90-day funding to Shanti, 
Commissioner Naomi Grey criticized the pro- 
ject for providing insufficient resources for 
minority communities. She reminded Shanti’s 
Assistant Director Chris Sandoval and Jess 
Randall that the Health Commission had 
already questioned minority access to the pro- 
ject, and commented, ‘‘(Shanti) doesn’t serve 
a lot of minorities. We have never gotton an 
affirmative action plan from them.’’ She add- 
ed emphatically, ‘‘I don’t think any program 
we fund should be selective.”’ 

Shanti has ‘‘a framework where the model 
is set up for gay white males,’’ says Maria 
Camacho of the Latino AIDS Network. 
‘Shanti cannot be allowed to impose it’s 
framework on every community.”’ 

The anger among the minority community 
about inadequate federal, state and private 
funding for AIDS services spills over onto 
Shanti Project. The problem, say several 
spokespeople for women’s and minority AIDS 
service groups, is that-organizations serving 
their needs have not recognized the growing 
need with anything more than promises, and 
that includes Shanti. a 

So far the project has sponsored just one 
emotional training session in the Black com- 
munity, scheduled one sponsered community 
training session in the Latino community for 
July, and Geary assured Coming Up! a letter 
has been sent to the Department of Public 
Health to investigate the best model for a 
Shanti residence for women.and single parents 
with children. To its credit the project has in- 
volved 40 Native Americans in an AIDS educa- 
tion and Shanti training program. 

Jim Geary says Shanti is committed to af- 
firmative action hirings. A memo dated April 
4 to staff from Tim Teeter, Shanti’s new Per- 
sonnel Manager, states of the 23 new 


employees hired by the project in 1987, 43 per- 
cent were women and 56 percent were ethnic 
minorities. The memo also states out of a staff 
of 65, 45 percent are women and 29 percent 
ethnic minorities. He stated that 12 to 20 per- 
cent of their housing, emotional support and 
practical support clients are also people of 
color. 

Allen Pugh, a Black gay and former AIDS 
Activities Specialist at Shanti, was not impress- 
ed. He pulled a face when asked if Shanti 
followed its affirmative action policies and 
charged, ‘‘Shanti Project is Jim Geary, Jim 
Geary is Shanti project, and if you look at the 
staff you will see Jim Geary takes care of his 
family first and friends.’’ 

The board announced in March three new 
hires, all of them gay white males, while at the 
same time protesting how fervently the board 
believes in affirmative action. Coming Up! was 
informed that at least two well qualified 
minority females applied for one of the posi- 
tions. Shanti asserts the three men were the 
most qualified. 

Alfredo Calvello alleges that the Project 
tends to hire ‘‘Baltic national’’ people instead 
of ‘‘culturally specific’ individuals. ‘“The pro- 


blem with a brown face is such people don’t 
fare well. Even though there are lots of hugs 
and kisses, that is not enough.’’ 

‘*They always make a big to-do of (affir- 
mative action). Take a look at the managers,”’ 
suggests Jimmer McGrath. ‘‘Most of the man- 
agers are still white. They spout all kinds of 
statistics, but they are not saying the decision 
making circle is not that open to women and 
minorities. Chris Sandoval (a Latino) is the 
token exception.”’ 

Shanti has hired and retired three Blacks 
who had control of departments or held 
responsible positions as managers. There is one 
Black on the 13-member board of directors, no 
Latinos and two women. Geary is also under 
fire from current and ex-staff members for 
allegedly orchestrating the removal of two 
Black staff managers, Kalu Lester and Allen 
Pugh. 

Kalu Lester, a Black gay activist and former 
Shanti residential program advocate, used to 
complain of racism and neglect of minority 
issues at the project. He was the ‘‘first real 


_ rebel,’” says a current manager. ‘‘He used to 


get pissed and scream at them... (Lester had) 
a real fury at the lack of services, and tried to 


advance those causes, but Jim Geary found 
ways to get him terminated.’’ Lester died 
shortly after he left the Project two years ago. 

Allen Pugh says when he was hired Lester 
warned him about the ‘“‘reality’’ of life at the 
Shanti projeét. ‘‘He warned me about Jim 
Geary, even though he hired (me) in this posi- 
tion. ‘You’re Black, that’s first. Keep that in 
mind.’ ’’ Pugh says Lester gained Geary’s ire 
for continuously speaking up in the Black com- 
munity about the lack of services provided for 
Blacks by Shanti. Sources inside the project say 
Lester’s departure from the project was 
murky, to say the least. 

Lester’s outspokenness may have played a 
part in his departure, but it is also evident that 
other convoluted management and personal 
factors played a part of the situation. Each ver- 
sion of the story differs in crucial components. 
Geary declined to comment on the departure 
of Lester from the organization, saying he was 
‘‘uncomfortable about talking about 


employees’ documentation process because : 


that is not fair to them.”’ 
Pugh said Shanti has always been well aware 
of their deficiencies with regard to minorities.

On one occasion when the Project was still at 
the Pride Center, Pugh says he and the other 
Black person on staff were paid double time 
to show Commissoner Naomi Gray, who is 
Black, around the project. Their task was to 
give the impression of greater minority par- 
ticipation than existed in fact. A source inside 
the Project called the incident either ‘‘public 
relations or false advertising.”’ 

Pugh says he was fired because he organiz- 
ed a black PWA support group. ‘‘Jim Geary 
saw this and was threatened. We had not been 
doing active outreach into those communities 
...1 think he had some fear that my support 
group would be a big thing; it was the only 
Black PWA support group in San Francisco.”’ 

Instead of inviting the group into Shanti, 


Pugh was told his unofficial PWA support 
group was a conflict of interest with his Shan- 
ti duties. Pugh says Shanti also wrote him up 
because he was not keeping up with his 
workload. According to Pugh the increased 
work load was a direct result of the success of 
programs he set up, and he stressed that he had 
repeatedly asked for clerical assistance but was 
told no money was available. 

Geary disagrees with Pugh’s analysis, 
‘There were a number of ongoing problems 
and issues that were job related, that were ad- 
dressed by supervisors, and there were 
numerous complaints from — well that’s 
enough.’’ Andrew Lewellan agrees with Geary 
and told Coming Up! that Pugh’s work was 
definitely not good enough. Lewellen also says 
he wrote a letter of complaint to Geary regar-

In January 1987 Pugh was fired after two 
years with the project, after having been writ- 
ten up for his ‘‘tone of voice’’ on the phone, 
for not getting his work done, and finally for 
running an ad in a Shanti publication that im- 


_ plied Pugh’s group was endorsed by Shanti. 


Pugh says the alleged endorsement was the 
result of a printer’s error, and says the printer 
sent a letter of apology to Shanti. Pugh says 
the Black PWA support group has fallen apart 
as the contacts he made through Shanti 
withered. A white gay male was hired as his 
replacement. 


Women and Children 


For six months in 1987 Geary was the chair 
of the Women’s Committee at Shanti. Fer- 
nandez said she helped set up the committee 
with the specific intention of creating a safe en- 
vironment to talk about women’s clients needs, 
‘*It never occured to me that Jim Geary would 
not only sit on the committee but be chair of 
it!’’ Fernandez says Geary didn’t seem to think 
it unusual, ‘‘because he controls everything 
there obviously.’ In fact she said Geary was 
quite put out when he was ejected from the 
committee by the women. 

(Randy Chelsey, the Practical Support Pro- 
gram Coordinator wrote a letter to the Person- 
nel Committee of the Board of Directors re- 
questing that Fernandez not be allowed back 
to the Women’s Committee. The first two sig- 
natures on the letter/petition were those of Jim 
Geary and Carol Tocher, neither of whom 
were on the petition earlier.) 

Shanti has 12 housing units for male people 


>with AIDS in their Residential Program, but 


they have yet to open one for women with 
AIDS or women and their children. Geary’s 
explanation for that is bizarre, says Priscilla 
Alexander of the Women’s AIDS Network. 
She says Geary ‘‘said children would eat the 


feces and urine of the people who were dying 
and they would get AIDS.”’ 

Geary says the comment was taken out of 
context. He listed a series of difficulties around 
women and children such as liablity and the 
pychological impact on children of living 
around individuals suffering from life-threat- 
ening illness. ‘“There were a lot of things to 
look at, and what I found from Priscilla Alex- 
ander was her feeling to just open it.... I feel 
we should look at what is the best model.’’ 
Geary says Shanti has now sent a létter to DPH 
asking them to, ‘‘covene a meeting with other 
agencies concerned about women’s and hous- 
ing issues.”’ 

In late 1987 Assistant Development Direc- 
tor Roger Way warned that Shanti had lost out 
on contracts worth $100,000 because the Pro- 
ject’s minority and women’s programs were in- 
sufficiently organized. In his January 1988 Ex- 
ecutive Director’s report, Geary responded to 
Way’s concern, stating: ‘‘By identfying what 
services we are currently providing for women 
and children and expanding them minimally we 
have been able to create in written form that. 
which looks like a totally new direction in ser- 
vices.’’ (emphasis added) 

When questioned regarding that passage, 
Geary said it was simply about saying Shanti 


‘needed to toot its own horn more’ in. 


publicizing its services. As for the internal 
memo from Way, Geary says he had never 
seen it, despite a direct reference in his report 
document. 

Ruth Schwartz of the Women’s AIDS Net- 
work says Ellie Cousineau, the current 
Residence Directer is very supportive of efforts 
to provide services for women. ‘‘Clearly, there 
is an unmet need,’’ says Schwartz, but she 
adds, ‘‘I am not willing to blast Shanti. We 
want to know if Shanti is able to fulfill it, and 
if not, we need to get the Department of Public 
Health to get someone who will fulfill it.’’

why do I have to be afraid of these kids? I love 
them, so why be afraid? At the end of the hour 
there were no more problems around being 
Black, or Latino, Asian or gay... I stood there 
in shock. Some of the young men came up and 
shook my hand, some of them hugged me. It 
was so awesome, and nobody wanted to leave. 
They were just sitting there smiling, and I turn- 
ed to Kim Cox and she. whispered, ‘They’re 
usually out the door by now.’ So we said why 
don’t we go to every high school in the city? 
And so we’ve created this program called The 
Wedge.”’ 

In football, the ‘‘wedge’’ is a tactic that re- 
quires special teamwork on the offensive line; 
Haren says it means ‘‘putting a wedge between 
our young people and the epidemic.”’ 

For Haren, though, it has not been easy. 
“‘T’ve come up against an attitude from mid- 
level bureaucrats in the educational system 
where they are more worried about an angry 
parent than a young person with AIDS. I say 
if you can’t deal with the parents, how are you 
going to deal with the youngsters when they’ve 
got AIDS? Three weeks ago, one of my stu- 
dents was diagnosed with AIDS. Last week 


another one. Young people are at the highest — 


risk in this country right now, between the ages 
of 13-17. Yes, politically, the situation is 
volatile, using gay men and women with AIDS 
as the heart and soul and glue of the whole pro- 
ject. They see us as teaching alternative 
lifestyles. But we have nothing to do with that. 
Our jobis to say, hey look, this is happening 
to you, not something happening to people 
over there. A lot of parents won’t accept the 
fact that little Jane or little Johnny is ex- 
perimenting with sex before marriage or a lit- 
tle drugs here, a little there... 


‘A parent came up to me the other day and 
said, ‘Christian, you’re overwhelming. You’re 
SO positive and so wonderful. Have you ever 
thought you might be doing the kids a grave 
injustice? What if they start thinking of your 
lifestyle as a viable lifestyle?’ ”’ 

Recently, a letter of endorsement was receiv- 
ed from Surgeon General C. Everett Koop, 
which said, in part, ‘‘I would like to con- 
gratulate you and your colleagues in the 
Department of Public Health, the San Fran- 


‘cisco school system, and the community on the 
design and implementation of the Wedge pro- 
. gram.’’ Haren is also quick to acknowledge the 


support of Mayor Agnos and School 
Superintendent Ramon Cortines. who have en- 
thusiastically endorsed the program. 

‘*You know,”’ says Haren. ‘‘It’s really im- 
portant that the media not make me out to be 
courageous or inspirational or any of those 
things bcause I’m none of those things. I’m do- 
ing this cause it’s saving my ass. I would not 
have lived this long with the worst diagnosis 
— toxoplasmosis — if it wasn’t for my con- 
stant, continuous involvement with other peo- 
ple. I don’t even ask what community you’re 
from. I could care less. We don’t have time for 
that kind of bullshit.’’ He pauses. ‘‘Like I said, 
some days the kids have to love me because I’m 
too ill to love myself, but I never miss a class 
even if I have a 104 degree temperature, I go 
to class. And I let the kids work with me and 
deal with it. That’s important for them to deal 
with it, and they’ve never been that ill, but 

they can get a sense of it.” 

Haren says the success of the Wedge pro- 
gram also depends upon closing some of the 
wedges between gay and straight communities. 

‘“‘There’s a lot of apathy out there. The 
hardest thing for myself as a gay man is to go 
into some of these states like Montana or 
Wyoming, and lecture and find out there’s 


standing room only, but they’re not there 
because they want to learn about AIDS, 
they’re there to see what a real live queer looks 
like, especially one who used to be. the 
Marlboro Man. 

‘‘T feel it’s an incredible opportunity for our 


community — the lesbian and gay communi- 
ty — to do someting so striking, so compas- 
sionate on an international level that we 
mustn’t let this opportunity pass us up. The 
opportunity to educate ‘them’ as to who we 
really are.”’

ess than two years ago, Paul was 

earning a decent salary as a window- 

dresser for a San Francisco department 
store. When he was diagnosed with AIDS, and 
then became unable to work, his entire world 
collapsed fast. He couldn’t afford his rent of 
$450 a month, his disability insurance expired, 
and his roommate, who held the lease on the 
apartment, asked him to leave. As the first 
winter days of cold rain settled upon the city, 
Paul found himself without a home, sleeping 
at a city shelter. 

Richard, an IV-drug user now in recovery, 
lost everything in a house fire a year and a half 
ago and ended up on the street. Three days 
later he was in the hospital with pneumonia; 
‘then he was diagnosed with AIDS-related com- 
plex (ARC). And he didn’t know where he’d 
go, other than back on the street with a life- 
threatening illness, when it came time for the 
hospital to release him. 

Mark used to work for Pacific Bell. Now he 
has PML, an AIDS-related nervous system 
disorder which has severely limited his motor 
control, and his workman’s compensation is 
about to run out. A month ago he could get 
around with a cane, but nowhe needs a walker, 
and his apartment is up a long flight of stairs. 
His rommate is getting tired of ‘‘dealing with 
this hospital atmosphere.’’ Mark will have to 
move soon, but where? 

Paulette, the mother of a 16-year-old son, 
has had cancer for three years; she’s undergone 
several operations and another is coming soon. 
Two years ago, she found out she also had 
ARC. ‘‘I was hones¢ with my roommate about 
my diagnosis,’’ Paulette says, ‘‘but she 
couldn’t take it. You find out who’s a true 


friend and who’s not. My family wasn’t there. 


I felt devastated, forsaken — like a leper. I 
went to a hotel for three weeks and cried my 
eyes out. But I realized, ‘I can’t go on like this. 
My savings are going. What am I going to 
do?’”’ 

David, a 60-year-old grandfather, is sitting 
in a hotel room surrounded by dozens of stuff- 
ed animals and — remarkably, for a9 x 9 room 
— five of his friends. Two more visitors are 
standing in the doorway. There’s a pot of cof- 
fee on; Oprah Winfrey is on the tiny portable 
TV; David steps gingerly over to find another 
folding chair behind the door. 

“I’m the elder of the group,’’ he says with 
a bright, campy smile. ‘‘Everyone calls me 
Granny.’’ A former Navy nurse and a Korea 
and Vietnam veteran who first came to San 
Francisco in 1937, David was caring for his 
terminally-ill mother in Oregon last year when 
he learned he had contracted AIDS from a 
blood transfusion. He has since come down 
with pneumocystis carinii, Kaposi’s sarcoma 
and leukemia. 

‘*The day of my mother’s funeral,’’ says 
David, ‘‘my father kicked me out of the house. 
I came back to San Francisco, but I had no 
money and nowhere to live. For a while I 
stayed in a tent — not since Korea have I had 
so much fun. When it rained my tent filled up 
with water.’’ Now he’s at the badly rundown 
but friendly Folsom Street Hotel, an 
AIDS/ARC residence managed by Catholic 
Charities. ‘“We’re a family,’’ he says. ‘“We ex- 
tend a hand and try to help each other over the 
next step. We’ve been through it all and we 
understand.”’

Gince the AIDS epidemic began, San Fran- 
cisco has been setting the worldwide stan- 
dard for compassionate health care. But with 


_ 1,500 or more people now living in the city with 


AIDS, many are still falling through cracks in 
the system. Far fewer services are available for 
the 28,000 or more who are HIV-infected or 
who have developed ARC, but lack an official 
diagnosis of AIDS. Just when they need a 
stable, comfortable home the most, many are 
facing the disease alone — in temporary 
shelters, in miserable hotels, or on the street. 

San Francisco’s problem isn’t unique. As far 
back as January 1986, the AIDS Shelter Pro- 
ject was already estimating that out of New 
York City’s AIDS caseload, 28 percent of the 
gay men and 50 percent of the IV-drug users 
were homeless. 

The city’s Department of Public Health now 
estimates that 200 to 400 people with AIDS, 
ARC or HIV-infection are homeless in San 
Francisco. Some health care workers set their 
estimates as high as 600; Dale Meyer, director 
of Catholic Charities’ AIDS/ARC Program, 
foresees these figures doubling or tripling by 
1993. But the programs which the health 
department helps fund can house only about 
115 people; another forty or fifty are housed 
informally in central-city hotels. 

AIDS service agencies daily watch the need 


for housing outpace the supply. The Shanti:

Project and Coming Home Hospice receive 
about twenty housing requests a week, but the 
Shanti residences can only serve 47 people, and 
the Hospice’s 15 beds are reserved for people 
in the final stage of their illness. The San Fran- 
cisco AIDS Foundation receives, on average, 
four or five applications,a week for emergen- 
cy housing; it providés one- or two-week 
vouchers for certain local hotels, and has one 
eight-bed flat where the maximum stay is six 
weeks. Catholic Charities’ new building at 
1340 Golden Gate Avenue will house 32 peo- 
ple with AIDS and ARC when it opens in Ju- 
ly, but Meyer frankly admits this will cover 
‘‘just a fragment of the need — much, much 
more will have to be done.”’ 

City clinics find that a growing number of 
people coming in for AIDS care are unable to 
give a permanent address. Every night, at least 
two people with ARC or AIDS come seeking 
shelter at the ARC/AIDS Vigil, the tent-city 
protest which has camped out on blustery U.N. 
Plaza since October 1985. ‘‘Even considering 
an overlap in counting,’’ notes Geoff Froner, 
a community health outreach worker with the 
MidCity Consortium to Combat AIDS, “‘this 
is an alarming situation.”* 

**Discussions of homelessness tend to em- 
phasize personal failure or mental illness;’’ 
Froner adds. ‘‘Anything to create a comfor- 
table distance between ‘us’ and ‘them.’ ’’ But 


a host of causes can lead people with ARC and 
AIDS, indigent and middle-class alike, into 
poverty. 


Extended periods of illness, sooner or later, 
mean a loss of employment. And anyone 
without substantial savings and a good in- 
surance plan must ‘‘spend down”’ and become 


poor to qualify for General Assistance (GA) . 


at $311.00 per month, or Supplementary 
Security Income (SSI) at roughly $600.00. 
Becoming poor doesn’t take long — one crisis 
or unforeseen expense can be enough to cause 
the plunge. And neither GA nor SSI can match 
housing costs in San Francisco; even the most 
forlorn hotels cost $250 a month, and studios 
start at $400 or more — along with a deposit 
of an extra month’s rent. 

As a person’s mobility wanes, apartments 
without an elevator or with dozens of stairs 
become unlivable. Some people are rejected — 
and ejected — by roommates, even by lovers 
or family members. Still others say they have 


been evicted or discriminated against by — 


landlords because of AIDS, which is illegal but 
very hard to prove. Ramon, a man with AIDS 
who has a monthly insurance income of $1400 
and can afford his own place, says he has been 
turned down by six landlords in three weeks of 
searching; the excuse they offer is that he’s not 
holding a job. ‘‘My friends tell me to complain 
or take these people to court,’’ says Ramon, 


| “but I don’t have the energy for that. I have 


to watch my own health.’” 

Once AIDS or ARC has led to homeless- 
ness, the other half of the vicious circle emer- 
ges: homelessness drastically worsens one’s 
health. Out-of-hospital health care becomes 
much harder to obtain; Kaposi’s sarcoma le- 
sions can’t easily be soaked and soothed with- 
out a bathtub; good nutrition habits falter 
without kitchen facilities. Shelters and welfare 
hotels spread more infection; extended periods 
outdoors lead to more illness from exposure. 
Transportation is too costly. Money is harder 
to manage, and for someone using IV drugs, 
housing and food become secondary. Hospital 
stays become longer until, typically, a homeless 
person spends his or her last days there. 

Froner’s beat is Haight-Ashbury, where he 
can be found most’days offering on-the-street 
counseling about preventing AIDS — along 
with condoms and bleach bottles — to IV-drug 
users and others likely to be engaging in high- 
risk behaviour. Many street people who are 
already HIV-positive or have ARC, he’s 
found, keep their health status a secret — not 
only to gain admittance to shelters, but to 
avoid harrassment on the street. Most of the 
AIDS/ARC housing programs can’t serve sub- 
stance abusers; what’s left is the streets, the 
parks, or the revolving door of two- to five- 
day stays at ‘‘hotline’’ welfare hotels. 

‘‘What would I do in their situation?’’ 
muses Froner. ‘‘Hit a bank, get high and live 
it up? I wouldn’t have the energy; I’d end up 
in jail; then I’d die. So instead people just hang 
on and on this way.”’ 

‘‘We’re asking a lot from people on the 
street,’’ says Harvey Maurer of the ARC/ 
AIDS Vigil. ‘‘To change your sexual or drug 
behavior takes a lot of commitment and sup- 
port. The Secretary of Education preaches 
abstinence: easy for him to talk. Reagan’s 1988 
State of the Union address didn’t even men- 
tion AIDS. If society isn’t committed to these 
people, why should they feel so committed to 
stopping the spread of this disease?’’ 
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he Anglo Hotel sits next to the Jesus Saves 

Gospel Mission on a desolate, unlit corner 
of Sixth Street. A woman is mournfully yell- 
ing ‘‘Alvin!”’ over and over up to a closed win- 
dow. A few men are killing time by the pay 
phone in the doorway, looking restless but 
worn out. 

The desk clerk behind the locked grille 
points to the “‘No Visiting Anytime’’ sign when 
I tell him Roger’s room number. ‘‘So how am 
I supposed to see someone who lives here?”’ I 
ask. ‘‘There’s no phone, there’s no other way 
to reach him.”’ ‘‘O.K.,”’ he scowls. ‘‘Five 
minutes.’’ ’ 

Roger is lying across the bed in a 10x 12 cor- 
ner room up on the third floor, watching the 
TV someone loaned him, coughing into his 
pillow from time to time — a hard cough from 


__deep in his chest. He’s surprised I made it past 


the desk into ‘‘Fort Knox.’’ Over six feet tall, 
with disheveled blonde hair and a welcoming 
grin, he looks weary and gaunt in his loose- 
fitting sweatshirt and jeans. He’s just getting 
over the bout of pneumocystis which put him 
in S.F. General for a few days and gave him 
a definite AIDS diagnosis after eight months 
of ARC. 

Roger has been here for a couple of days 
through the hotline, and has a couple of days 
more; he doesn’t know where he’s going next. 
The Episcopal Sanctuary, the shelter where he 
stayed before he got sick, is trying to find him 
a more permanent place, he says. He’s been 
collecting $139.85 on General Assistance every 
other week; he goes out only to see his doctor 
or to get meals at a church kitchen. 

‘“‘This room is horrible,’’ Roger says. He has 
stayed at many shelters and hotels over the past 
few months, but he calls this the worst. ‘‘I 
don’t like to look around. I watch TV.” There 
is nothing in the room but the bed, a tiny sink, 
a chest of drawers and Roger’s overcoat. The 
curtains are thin, limp, covered with yellow 
stains. The dusty red carpet is the kind that 
calls up images of smoke and fire. The Anglo 
collects $100 a week from the city for this 
room. ‘‘I don’t even keep my clothes here,”’ 
Roger says. ‘‘I don’t want anything stolen. I 
keep them at a friend’s house, half an hour 
away.”’ 


Roger came to San Francisco eight years ago | 


from a small town in Ohio; he is 27 years old. 
He has a three-year-old adopted son, whom he 
hasn’t seen in two years, back in Ohio now 


with his ex-boyfriend. Roger used to work as _| 
a dog groomer, and rented a studio apartment | 


in the Castro district for $450 a month. After 
six months out of work because of ARC, he 
couldn’t afford the place. Until two weeks ago, 
he had been shooting crystal methampheta- 


mine for five years; he rolls up his right sleeve | 
to show me the needle tracks. He still sees peo- | 
ple shooting speed here in the halls and stair- | 


wells, he says, but pneumonia and AIDS have | 


scared him so much now that ‘‘It’s not sohard | 


to quit. I don’t want it any more. 
“I’m past the self-destruction period,”’ he 


oes on. ‘‘I want to keep living. But every day | 
’m amazed to wake up. My old friends aren’t | 


around. Most of my friends are dead. I figure 
I’m next, and I’m afraid of dying. But 
sometimes I don’t want to live because of the 
torture.”’ 

‘‘What keeps you going?”’ I ask. A decision 
to stay off drugs seems remarkable, heroic, 
given the circumstances. “‘Is there something 
you dream about?”’ 

“I just want to go back to see my little boy,”’ 
he answers with a hopeless, tender look. 

While we talk, old reruns of “The Jeffer- 
sons” and ‘“‘Cheers’’ have been playing on the 
TV, a black-and-white set with a constant blip. 
Roger chuckles infectiously at the programs 
now and then. ‘‘What shows do you like to 
watch?” I ask. ‘“‘Anything nonviolent,”’ he 
says. ‘Anything to keep a smile on my face. = 

‘You do keep a great smile on your face,”’ 
I tell him. He looks so stoic, so vulnerable. 
‘Do you every cry?”’ 

“‘T cry all the time. It used to be I couldn’t. 
A friend got me to cry once. He said, ‘Let it 
all out.’ I got so scared I stopped, and then I 
started crying again. I cry all the time.”’ 


“Inside the Kitchen Tent at the SF ARC/AIDS Vigil 


We sit in silence for awhile. There isn’t very 
much to say. ‘‘You’re nervous,’’ Roger sud- 
denly observes in a kind voice. 

‘“*Yes, I guess I am,”’ I tell him bashfully. 
‘I’m not used to being down on Sixth Street.”’ 

“‘No,”’ says Roger. ‘‘Neither am I.”’ 
Max Agnos began his term in January 

with a pledge to solve the city’s crisis of 
homelessness. The crisis is staggering. A recent 
report estimated that the nine-county Bay Area 
has up to 48,000 homeless people, but fewer 
than 3,000 beds in its shelters. At least 69 
homeless people died in San Francisco in the 
first eleven months of 1987, 44 of them out of 
doors.

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As the mayor scrambles to clear up San 
Francisco’s $172 million budget dificit, the ci- 
ty’s programs to rehabilitate vacant or aban- 
doned housing are in line for severe swings of 
the ax. Federal subsidies for low-income hous- 
ing have already been cut by two-thirds in this 
decade under President Reagan. Out of its an- 
nual homeless program budget of $7.5 million, 
San Francisco will spend about $5.9 million 
this year on short-term ‘‘emergency services”’ 
— placing up to 3,000 homeless people a night 
in shelters and in hotels like the Anglo. To 
redirect money from the emergency funds 
toward more permanent solutions, the city 
would have to displace hundreds or thousands 


of people indefinitely from the hotels and 
shelters: another vicious circle. 

An ad-hoc housing committee, representing 
the city’s AIDS/ARC service agencies. and 
many other community groups, has been 
monitoring the situation for over a year and 
meeting to brainstorm a way out. Given the 


difficulty of creating new housing, the commit- ‘ 


tee is calling on the city to implement at least 
a support structure for people with AIDS and 
ARC who are isolated in hotels. Minimal ser- 
vices, they say, should include rent subsidies, 
case management and home health care. And 
chairperson Kitty Ryan, from the health 
department’s Central Aid Station, points to 
three groups whose housing needs remain 
largely unmet: HIV-infected families, HIV- 
infected single women, and the ‘1,500 to 2,000 
homeless youth (who) live on the streets of San 
Francisco.”’ 

Local activists have tried to turn up the heat. 
Supporters of the ARC/AIDS Vigil have 
chained themselves daily to the doors of the old 
Federal Building on U.N. Plaza, to protest 
what they call a national failure to respond to 
AIDS. Upstairs, overlooking the plaza, is the 
regional office of the federal Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

Last December, HHS regional director 
George Miller reportedly referred to the Vigil 
as ‘‘those damned tents,’’ adding, ‘‘I think 
they’ve proved their point. I can’t tell them 
what to do, but in my opinion they should just 
declare victory and leave.’’ That’s not likely, 
says Harvey Maurer of the Vigil, until the vic- 
tory includes ‘‘a national health care system in 
this country, and a national housing system, 
like in every other developed country on 
earth.”’

“England swings like a pendulum do, bobbies on bicycles two by two.”’ 
‘All the nice people have a dream, Margret on the guillotine.

he light in London is the same light I 

grew up with, a wash rather than the 

searchlight clarity of San Francisco. 
Dusk on the Battersea Bridge over the River 
Thames still has the faded rust gold and #6se 
glow that inspired Turner, Constable and 
generations of British artists. London has 
changed, though. The place of dreams and 
memories still looks the same, but someone is 
ripping its heart out. 

In the mere two years since I left, London 
has taken a radically different turn, and the ci- 
ty’s new face is not a pretty sight. A new mood 
grips it’s heart, and polarization is a polite way 
to describe it. The shared mundanity of Bri- 
tain that both rich and poor endured: green 
hospital walls, grubby railroad carriages, 
decrepit housing — be it council estates or 
decaying stately homes — is gone. 

The middle ground that characterized Bri- 


tish society for so long is almost non-existent; 


and ‘‘tolerance,’’ an allegedly British attribute, 
is fast becoming a quaint, outmoded term. 
Paternalism, a peculiarly irritating trait of the 
British upper-classes, is undergoing a distress- 
ing reincarnation. Naked unapologetic greed 
is now part of acceptable social mores for the 
wealthy, while the poor and not wealthy have 
gone from anger and discontent to corrosive 
disenchantment and apathy. 

The gap between the haves and have nots is 
now a yawning chasm. Poverty is more ap- 
parent. In the past, pauperism in Britain was 
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discreet, always there, but more a background 
than centerstage. Not any more. The growing 
ranks of the poor are everywhere contrasted 
sharply with those who have benefited from 
the conservative government’s tenure. 

London is full of bright new buildings, 
bright young stockbrokers, and a very special 
sub-breed of highly visible bright ’’yuppies’’ 
— (and you don’t know true hate until you 
have talked to Londoners who vituperatively 
refer to yuppies en masse as ‘‘the enemy’’) — 
who throw money about with the abandon of 
a despised american tourist. 

Morrissey caught the mood of the nation, 
or at least of those bypassed by the Thatcher 
revolution, with the song, ‘‘Margret On The 
Guillotine.’’ The chorus is simple: ‘‘Oh when 
will you die, die Margret, please die!’’ The 
death chant for the prime minister is chilling 
not so much for the lyrics, but for the earnest 
and studied venom with which he sings the 
request. 

Two years ago such a tune would not have 
been written, or it would have sounded defiant, 
rebellious, even. The mood of British political 
and social discourse Morrissey documents can 
only be described as languidly poisonous. 


Hatred hangs in the air, animosity between’ 


social groups, races and individuals is at times 
almost palpable. 

What is shattering is just how pervasive the 
new gestalt is and how rapidly it has taken 
hold. Instead of being defiant, all my friends 
are now resigned to Thatcher being in power 
until at least the turn of the century. Two 
years! That’s all it has taken to reverse decades 


of consensus in British society. 

Late last year an unemployed steel worker 
drove his car to number ten Downing Street, 
where Margret Thatcher resides. He got out, 
placed an envelope on the curb, went back to 
his car, poured petrol all over himself and the 
auto, and lit a match. The letter said he could 
not find work, his family was hungry and he 
didn’t know what else to do. Britons are not 
in the habit of self-immollation as a form of 
protest; it’s a very un-British thing to do. 


Tenderloin on the Thames? 


Britain is self consciously split between the 
haves and the have nots, the working classes 
and the upper classes. Historically, British 
society and social interaction is founded nearly 
exclusively on a social awareness of one’s 
economic and thus social position; a concept 
foreign to most Americans who seem to regard 
money and class as the same thing. In other 
words, a lord is still a lord even though poor, 
and a ‘‘working class lout’’ remains that no 
matter how wealthy. That uniquely British 
social construct is disintegrating. ~ 

What were once complex divisions of class 
and culture mediated by a sense of history and 
shared community — be it working class 
culture or aristocratic pedigrees — are in the 
final stages of a devastating de-construction 
ordered by Prime Minister Margret Thatcher. 
One either has money, lots of it, or one does 
not. If you do not, forget it, forget housing, 
forget health care, forget being able to afford 
the cost of London life. 

Everywhere the dividing line is money. Be-

cause Britain is already a far poorer nation 
than the U.S., one doesn’t have to be very 
wealthy to be seen as a potential quisling, one 
of the Thatcherites, the ones who have grown 
fat at aa expense of the poor. That is harsh, 
bu arsh these days. In some areas 
of ante the mere fact of being employed is 
enough to cast doubt on one’s virtue. 

An agtor I know was considering the con- 
sequen¢es of landing a successful part in a West 
End/lay. She was seriously worried about how 
toftell her friends, most of whom are on the 
dole, how to say she actually had a job. How 
many would be envious, how many would be 
angry? Would they stop talking to her? To an 
American that may seem paranoid or delud- 
ed, but in Britain the lines are ever sharply 
drawn between those inside and outside the 
economic pale. 

The result is a hardening of life and atti- 
tudes. London is noticeably rougher, more 
dangerous. The atmosphere of the city is in- 
creasingly tense. A close friend was at one time 
quite happy fo use public transport even late 
at night, but not any more. She was assaulted 
in broad daylight on a train earlier this year, 
formerly not a common occurrence. During 
High School in the seventies my friends and I 
never thought twice about wandering round 
what used to be one of the safest cities in the 
world at 4 a.m.. 

The level of hostility in the city is unprece- 
dented. Britain has always been a homophobic 
culture, and AIDS has not helped the situation. 
At a demonstration over one of the tabloid’s 
coverage of the Masters and Johnson diatribe, 
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demonstrators were spat on, pushed around, 
and one man was arrested and beaten up by the 
police. He was then threatened with an illegal 
involuntary HIV test. In recent months there 
have been attacks on gay pubs and government 
raids on lesbian/gay bookstores. 

Even the panhandling situation has chang- 
ed. London used to have very few street peo- 
ple, but no longer are the only beggers old men 
selling matchboxes. One day I came out of a 
Tube station in North London and was con- 
fronted by a respectably dressed Irish working 
class mother and child. I thought they wanted 
directions; instead she begged for money. To 
my shame I can’t remember if I fumbled for 
change or ran away, but the shock lingers. 
Never in all the time I grew up in London had 
that ever happened. 

Londoners simply did not beg; they were too 
damn proud! And they didn’t have to. Up until 
very recently Britain was supposed to be a 
welfare state with certain very basic needs and 
rights taken care of: housing, health, and a 
rock bottom minimum standard of living. 
Under the direction of Margret Thatcher’s 
government all that is changing. _ 


All That Glitters... 


At first sight London has gained a much 
needed face-lift in the past couple of years — 
the visible aspect of the Thatcher government’s 
entrepreneurial, service and information age 
based policies. The Tube stations have all re- 
ceived new coats of paint and tiling, for the 
tourists. A new ‘‘Docklands”’ light railway 
system built through the long neglected East 
End is a “‘tomorrowland”’ Disney journey 
through colorful ‘‘post-modern’’ (gah!) new 
offices and housing developments for the 
young and mobile. But, like a film set, the new 
construction and underground station im- 
provements are paper thin. 

When the walls were washed after a party 
in one new home I stayed at, it wasn’t just the ° 
dirt that came off; so did the paint and plaster; 
which is not to mention the paper thin walls. 

On the underground the new stations are 
“‘pretty,’’ but the new livery does not alter the 
fact that more people than ever are jammed in- 
to the trains, and there are fewer trains run- 
ning. Public transport is being cut at the i a 
time as London’s daytime work population 
grows by leaps and bounds. 

A project under construction on an old 
wharf complex is emblematic of the bold new 
competitive Britain. The new homes and of- 
fices in futuristic shapes are built right on top 
of the old wharf pilings. The builders did not 
sink new foundations. One small problem says 
a friend of mine living in the area: underneath 
the wooden pilings lies one of the largest rat 
colonies in London. As the buildings deterior- 
ate, the residents are going to find themselves 
with a whole new and rather unexpected set of 
neighbors. 


Brave New World 


A point frequently made by friends, 
strangers, and the media is just how much Bri- 
tain is becoming like the United States in its 
naked linking of money and power. Where 
once class differences were regulated in a 
specific social code that lent a certain pride to 
be working class, the central postulate of suc- 
cess and acceptability is now the cash, just like 
us Americans. For many Britons that is a truly 
horrifying prospect, but not for Margret. — 

The formula for the ‘‘Thatcherite Prosperi- 
ty’’ was bitterly explained by political econo- 
mist Stuart Hall in the pages of the New 
Statesman — a weekly news journal — just 
after the conservative government’s new bud- 
get was announced in March: 


The “‘setting free” of the super entreprenuct 
and the containment of the underclass ... are 
part of the same package. As we know,the 
poor are responsible for their poverty. The 
rich — however — who have everything, for 
that very reason, deserve more. This is That- 

- cher’s moral economy. At least no one can 
say now that we don’t know where we are 
headed. 


‘‘Where we are headed’’ is the end of 


hypocrisy in Britain. Self serving comments by 
the Thatcher government on how the conser- 
vatives have the interests of Britain’s less well- 
off at heart have been replaced by overt cal- 
lousness. Thatcher’s government can and will 
unashamedly press home the interests of, as 
Hall aptly puts it, “‘those whom prosperity has 
touched ...those who are better off and-those 
who think they will be better off tomorrow.”’ 

The new Budget chopped the maximum tax 
rate for the wealthy by a third while leaving 
taxes roughly the same for the poor. Margret 
Thatcher described it-as ‘‘the obituary for the 
doctrine of high taxation. It represented the 
defeat of everything Labor (the socialist op- 
position party) thought was permanent in 
political life. It was the epitaph for socialism.’’ 
What she created was a bonanza for the rich. 
Keep in mind this is a country that used to tax 
the super rich at 98 percent. 

The budget transferred 2 billion pounds of 
tax relief to the super rich, the exact amount 
economists believe is necessary to save the 
crumbling National Health Service from ex- 
tinction. The impact of a faltering National 
Health System in the age of AIDS does not 
need to be explained; more people will die, 
sooner. 


The New Honesty, 
The Death of Hypocrisy (and Humanity?) 


Prime Minister Thatcher is determined to 
free business enterprise from the fetters of state 
regulation and encourage the creation of an 
“enterprise culture’’ that demands everyone 
haul themselves up by their bootstraps. Sound 
familiar? That means in real terms the destruc- 
tion of a welfare state that gives a ‘‘free ride”’ 
to the lazy and undeserving. The targets are: 
the National Health Service; welfare benefits; 
subsidized government housing; the state sec- 
tor’s investment and corporations. 

Over and over again the point is driven 


home: the government will spend money on 
those perceived to be ‘‘on its side’ and li- 


. quidate those in opposition. After all, even if 


25 percent of the population were out of work, 
that would still leave 75 percent in jobs who 
would be thankful they had work and were not 
on the dole. The calculus is harsh and clear. 

When the local authorities that governed the 
major citys of Britain, primarily the GLC (the 
Greater London Council) — directly 
equivalent to the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco — fell into the hands of the labor opposi- 
tion and started agitating against the govern- 
ment, the Prime Minister had a simple solu- 
tion. She eliminated local government for the 
cities. Britain’s major metropolitan areas are 
now without elected representation. 

A glaring example of the government’s fiscal 
forthrightness appeared in a newspaper arti- 
cle shortly before I left. A government com- 
mission recommended the conservative gov- 
ernment spend one million pounds on AIDS 
education in prisons with a probable saving of 
untold lives. The Thatcher government re- 
sponded; yes, AIDS education in prisons 
would be a good thing, yes, it would prevent 
transmission, but no we don’t want to spend 
the money. 

As might well be imagined, gays and les- 
bians are not high on the list of Margret’s 
favorite people. The infamous anti-gay Clause 
29 passed by her government to all intents and 
purposes makes being gay illegal. It forbids 


government funding for any group or indi- 


vidual that ‘‘promotes homosexuality’’ or 
*‘pretended families,’’ and we a know what 
a ‘‘pretended’’ family is. 

The portents are not good. A muhicipally 
funded bookstore in North London is already 
under attack for stocking a small percentage 
of gay related literature. Would a gay pub be 
allowed to get a liquor licence? No one knows, 
because the bill’s language is so vague.

- The day I left the country a front page 
headline declared, ‘“Thatcher Pushed to Keep 
Clause 28.’’ Apparently the Prime Minister 
was the driving force behind the bill, despite 
reservations from senior members of her 


cabinet who, ’’felt it was unnecessary and.’ 


potentially unworkable.’’ 

The conservative party under Margret That- 
cher has taken on the welfare state, a near 
sacred institution representing all that was best 
of the European belief in the responsibility of 
a society for its citizens, and completely gut- 
ted it as a part of her crusade to drastically limit 
the state’s responsibilities. 

The government is reorganizing and cutting 
welfare payments, and-provisions are being 
made to cope with the expected distress of 
welfare claimants who will lose their benefits. 
The Social Security offices are being equipped 
with special sound proofed and reinforced 
cubicles where claimants are to be informed 
their ridiculously low welfare payments are get- 
ting chopped. The glass partition between the 
welfare officer and the victim is bullet proof. 
An ingenious solution, indeed. 

Thatcher has taken on the trade unions, . 
already under stress in a changing industrial 
landscape — but still a force in British politics 
to be reckoned with — and won using laws that 
cripple their ability to organize and represent 
their members. 

Life in Britain under Thatcher is irrevocably 
different from life under any other Prime 
Minister the country has ever had. She has

In Serious Trouble

he month of May was hardly a cheery 

time for those trying to fight for a sane 

outcome on AIDS policy in the Califor- 
nia initiative process. The effort to put a tax 
credit measure to raise money for research on 
the November ballot fell seriously short, al- 
though it may qualify for 1990, while La- 
Rouche’s Proposition 69 has gotten very little 
publicity, raising the possibility that voters on 
June 7 will not realize it is a repeat of the in- 
famous Proposition 64. And looming 
ominously on the horizon are two dangerous 
initiatives that appear to have gained more 
than enough signatures to qualify for the 
November ballot. . 

Proposition 69, like 64, is a vaguely word- 
ed measure that would make AIDS a repor- 
table disease and give public health officials ex- 
panded powers to deal with it, including possi- 
ble quarantining. A San Francisco Examiner 
poll published two weeks before the primary 
showed a majority of respondents undecided, 
largely because they know nothing about it. 
Dick Pabich, the Northern California coordin- 
tor of the AIDS Initiative Committee, down- 
played the poll. ‘‘I don’t put any weight on the 
way that man (Steve Teichner) does polls.”’ 
Teichner simply phoned and asked people if 
they were for or against Prop 69, without pro- 

viding any summary of it. Pabich expects 

voters to read the summary and per-haps the 
voter handbook, and realize what they are 
voting for. Polls done earlier that explained the 
initiative showed it losing resoundingly. 

The AIDS Initiative Committee has givens 
little priority to fighting Prop 69, focusing 
mainly on getting press coverage and*favorable 

-editorials. Pabich does say they will do some 
street work in the week before June 7, since 
~*it’s important to make sure gay people are 
aware that it’s important to vote this time.’’ 

Most of the Initiative Committee’s time and 
money has gone to raising signatures for the 
AIDS Tax Credit Initiative, which would use 
a tax credit to raise money for AIDS research 
and education. Community strategists felt it 
was important to put a positive alternative 
before voters. Unfortunately, with all the de- 
mands currently being made on the lesbian and 
gay community, this initiative got little priori- 
ty. As of May 22, the deadline for turning in

300,000 of the needed 410,000 signatures had 
been gathered. The organizers will continue 
gathering signatures until July 5, trying to 
qualify the initiative for the next statewide elec- 
tion after November probably June 1990. 
Steve Schulte thinks it will succeed in getting 
-on the ballot and stresses that it is still impor- 
tant. ‘“We lost nothing in terms of signatures,”’ 
he says, ‘‘we just lost some time.”’ 

The effort to get the initiative on the No- 
vember ballot failed due to a lack of money to 
pay for petition circulators. Fundraising was 

-particularly low in Southern California, accor- 
ding to Northern California coordinators. 
‘*There’s just too many things competing for 


. the money,”’ explains Schulte. Pabich agrees, 


saying ‘‘It was not a high priority to enough 
people, particularly in L.A., to make it work.”’

* the battle coming up in November. Petitions 


for two initiatives were submitted to the 
Secretary of State in May with probably 
enough signatures to qualify for the November 
ballot. 

The more threatening of these is sponsored 


| by Rep. William Dannemeyer and Paul Gann. 


Their initiative is a long and complex piece of 
work. Matt Coles, a lawyer with the American 
Civil Liberties Union, says, ‘“Three things leap 
out to me:”’ it eliminates anonymous test sites; 
it makes positive-HIV test status reportable, 
or even individuals of whom there is 
‘‘reasonable cause’’ to believé they would test 
positive reportable; and it would allow 
employers and insurers to use HIV test results 
by repealing the current state law which bars 
such uses. 

Other parts of the initiative mandate the 
tracing of sexual contacts, repeal of the re- 
quirement of written consent before testing, 
and force employers to allow employees to use 
whatever protective gear the employees think 
necessary to protect themselves from HIV 
infection. 

The very breadth and complexity of the in- 
itiative provides one possible way of attacking 
the measure. State law requires initiatives to 
cover a ‘‘single subject.’’ What this means is 
unclear, but last month for the first time an in- 
itiative on auto insurance was disallowed for 
violating the single subject rule. Lawyers op- 
posed to the Gann-Dannemeyer initiative 
might therefore try defeating it in court. ‘‘It’s 
possible,’’ says Coles. ‘‘We’ve got to take a 
look at it.’’ ‘ 

Overall Coles thinks Gann-Dannefneyer is 


a “‘a more serious problem than LaRouche. . 


LaRouche,”’ he explains, ‘‘is written in such 
a way that even if it passes, its actual effect 
could be fairly minimal’’ (due to ambiguity in 
its wording). 

“‘Gann-Dannemeyer,’’ on the other hand, 
“is very specific about what it would do, and 
the things that it’s going to do are just awful.”’ 

Pabich and Schulte agree that this initiative 
is going to be very hard to beat because of its 
sponsors and possible interest — and money 
— from insurance companies. Says Schulte, ‘‘I

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Confronting 


Incest: 


Authors Ellen Bass 
and Laura Davis 
Introduce Their 


New Book

rior to 1974, the concept of ‘‘incest sur- 
‘vivor’’ wasn’t even in our social vocab- 
ulary. Since then, more and more infor- 
mation along with statistical evidence has sur- 
faced, documenting the prevalence of child- 
hood sexual abuse and the toll it takes later on 
in the traumatized adult psyche. The statistics 
are overwhelmingly grim: one of three girls are 
sexually abused by the age of 18. More than 
90 percent of them knew the abuser, and two- 
thirds were abused by blood relatives. The 
phenomenon of incest is so pervasive in, the 
women’s community that it’s a wonder how 
little we’ve actually studied it in terms of long- 
range effects and effective processes for 
healing. 

But incest isn’t strictly a woman’s issue. 
Boys are also raped by their fathers, grand- 
fathers, and uncles. Incest is a power issue as 
well as a criminal offense. It’s also a gender 
issue. Ninety-six percent of recorded offenders 
are male. Female-to-male incestuous abuse is 
rare. 

W.O.M.A.N., Inc. (Women Organized to 
Make Abuse Nonexistent) sponsored an im- 
portant, rewarding, and empowering event 
called ‘‘Courage to Heal’’ at the Victoria 
Theatre last month. The event focused on-a 
lively discussion by Ellen Bass and Laura 
Davis, authors of The Courage to Heal, a new 
book published by Harper and Row, outlin- 
ing the healing process for women survivors. 
An intense and spirited question and answer 
period followed between Bass and Davis and 
members of the audience, most.of whom were 
incest survivors. There was also a showing 0 


* the groundbreaking film, Breaking Silence, a 


documentary on incest and the sexual abuse of 
children. For anyone dealing directly with in- 
cest issues in their lives, the evening was a gold 
mine of support, encouragement and 
clarification. 

Children don’t deal with the trauma of be- 
ing incest survivors. The child grows up and 
deals with it later in life as an adult. The fright- 
ening thing about early sexual abuse is that 
feelings can suddenly surface 30 years after the 
fact, and the feelings can be as terrifying, in- 
tense and emotionally charged as the original 
experience. Feelings associated with the ori- 
ginal traumas can be reconstellated and trig- 
gered off in so many ways, even if knowledge 
of the actual sexual acts are repressed, block- 
ed, amnesically forgotten. Unhealthy emo- 
tional patterns developed around suppressing 
the incestuous abuse can include all the by- 
products of the original experience of viola- 
tion: self blame, guilt, shame, fear of intimacy, 
problems with sexual relations, anger turned 
inwardly as depression, extreme loneliness, 


compulsive addictions and suicidal impulses. 


The internationally award-winning 
Breaking Silence, produced and directed by 
Theresa Tollini, starts with the narration yy 
Michelle Morris who also wrote the script’ 
‘‘Reaching, discovering, always growing. This 
is the world of the child. In the warm circle of 
parental care, the child learns to trust and to 
grow, the building blocks for a fulfilling adult 
life. Yet an epidemic number of our children 
endure those early years in confusion and 
shame, weighted down by secrets. These are 


the victims of incest and other sexual exploita- : 


tion, children who must struggle to grow up.”’ 

The film exhibits crayon drawings by chil- 
dren who’ve been molested. The drawings 
show stick figures crying, hiding huddled in 
closets, caught in spider webs, and trapped in 
fearful enclosed spaces. One five-year-old drew 
her entire family; none of them had mouths. 
The documentary also interviewed several 
adult incest survivors, and the pain and sadness 
of their stories brought the viewing audience 
to tears. 


One of the respondents, a woman named 


Nita, had a story not unlike many I’ve heard 
in incest survivor circles. Nita’s father began 


molesting her when she was one year old and 


continued throughout her childhood. She 
repressed the memory until it suddenly came 
rushing in when she was in her 30s. She was at 
a terrible point in her life, feeling suicidal and 
damaged, and not knowing why. She had been 
keeping a journal in which she kept writing the 
word ‘‘flower, flower, flower, flower.’’ Sud- 
denly the whole thing came back as she was 
once again the child, lying in bed and staring 
at the flowered walipaper, as her father was 
sexually abusing her. The memory, however 
abysmal and horrifying, was Nita’s first 
breakthrough on the new journey towards 
emotional health. The unnameable feelings 
and negative patterns finally made sense to her. 

Laura Davis, co-author of The Courage to 
Heal, was first molested by her grandfather 
when she was three; that was 28 years ago. Up 
until five years ago she had no idea, no recol- 
lection, no inkling of the fact that she was an 


incest survivor. And then it hit her: ‘‘Once I 
started to remember, there was nothing I could 
do to forget again.’’ She became obsessed with 
it. She read all the existing literature, all the 
devastating first-person accounts, all the sta- 
tistics, but nowhere could she find reassurance 
that a woman could actually heal from the 
wounds and transcend the anathema of seeing 
herself as damaged goods. 

Laura Davis joined with Ellen Bass, a coun- 
selor who had been working with incest sur- 
vivors for over ten years and who had pre- 
viously co-edited a book of stories by incest 
survivors, 1 Never Told Anyone: Stories of 
Women Survivors of Child Sexual Abuse. For 
Davis, still in the early phases of discovery, The 
Courage to Heal was embarked upon as a ma- 
jor part of her own healing process. She didn’t 
know if she’d ever feel alright again. With 
Bass, she interviewed hundreds of survivors, 
and what emerged for both of them was: the 
discovery of the step-by-step nature of healing 
from incest, a process which could indeed lead 
to resolution and recovery. Davis sees the book 
as ‘‘a road map for this journey.’’ ' 

One of Davis’ main fears, beyond the initial 
Emergency Stage freak-out of her realization, 
was that if she were to go public as an incest 
survivor, she’d risk family retribution. Inter- 
estingly, this is also a great fear of children who 
are abused. For achild, who is utterly depend- 
ent financially and emotionally on a family 
situation for her very survival, to risk counter- 
acting the threats of the abuser who is an 
authority figure, is to risk being disowned or 
kicked out of the family. The fear of retribu- 
tion is as dramatic for the terrified child as is 
the fear of death. 

It’s no wonder that children are scared to 
death to say anything. It’s not surprising that 
the courage to break the silence and to heal 
doesn’t come until much later in life for those 
who have managed to gain at least enough self 
confidence to begin to confront the grim truth. 
The adult world, as seen from the perspective 
of the traumatized child is, according to Bass, 
‘*a world of violation and betrayal.’’ And as 
Davis said, ‘‘For an incest survivor, the road 
towards healing is especially difficult because 
hope is hard for us to believe in. We were raised 
on broken promises.”’ 

Ellen Bass was particularly helpful during 
the talk in sharing some of her invaluable ex- 
periences as a counselor. The points she made

endorsement). While this small group strategiz- 
ed about the endorsement, hundreds of 
phonebankers, precinct leaders, and other 
volunteers were out there ‘“‘gétting to know 
voters’” — the task you say we-overlooked. 
Blocking the endorsement was a victory that had 
impact on the campaign. Polls showed that if 
Burton had won the endorsement, it would have 
swayed a very large block of voters in Democratic 
San Francisco, not to mention the financial sup- 
port, technical assistance, and lower postal rates 
that an official nod from the Democrats would 
have garnered. Our victory also paved the way 
for future attempts to force the Democratic Party 
to open up to newcomers, especially those from 
traditionally excluded communities like ours. 

Your article was full of contradictions. We 
should vote for Roberta because she is a bright, 
articulate leader, but we shouldn’t really because 
liberals who hang snapshots of gay people on 
their walls might get mad at us. We should be 
credible but not too credible or we’ll alienate 
Democratic Party regulars. We need to empower 
ourselves by electing lesbian and gay candidates, 
but if a candidate comes from the lesbian and gay 
community, then she is by definition single issue. 
Fortunately, the final contradiction was that the 
lesbian and gay community decided to vote over- 
whelmingly for Roberta, even though one of our 
newspapers ran a poorly researched article about 
her campaign.

I'd like to clear up a few misconceptions con- 
tained in your letter: 

A major assumption of Fenenbock’s strategy 
was based on the fact that since Harry Britt got 
more votes than Nancy Pelosi in the 16th A.D. 


_ when he ran against her for Congress; therefore, 


according to Fenenbock, in this election Achten- 
berg stood a real chance of winning. When I asked 
Fenenbock if he really believed that gay men would 
be likely to support Achtenberg’s candidacy with 
the same fervor they supported Britt’s, he was 
caught completely off guard — he had clearly 
never considered the issue. Does a seasoned cam+ 
paign manager not even bother to do the m 
basic research to understand a major community 
on whose support he’s counting? 

And I stand by my criticism of relying on televi- 
sion as a major tool of the campaign — it just 
doesn’t make sense demographically in San Fran- 
cisco with a campaign funded as this was. And not 
incidentally, harsh criticism of the use of TV came 
from major strategists on the Achtenberg cam- 
paign payroll as well. 

Additionally, the CU! endorsement never claim- 
ed that 56 percent of campaign monies were spent 
on television, as your letter states. It very clearly 
cited campaign financial statements filed through 
the end of February, the only ones available when 
we went to press with the April issue. 

‘Concerning blocking the Democratic Party’s en- 
dorsement: I still don’t think it mattered much at 
all to the vast majority of voters. Really, how 


_ many voters would have been surprised or swayed 


if Burton had gotten the Democrats’ endorsement? 
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But when I spoke to the campaign in early March, 
it. was apparent that the major concern of the in- 
ner campaign circle was focused on blocking that 
endorsement; and it stayed central until the third 
week of the month when the convention took 
place. 

On the subject of chemical dependency: Ach- 
tenberg constantly attacked Burton’s absenteeism 
during the final days of his term in Congress. It 
was common knowledge his absenteeism was due 
to his drug and alcohol addictions, and it was a 
not-so-subtle attempt on the part of the campaign 
to draw attention to that. By taki at tack, 
Achtenberg’s campaign failed to re¢ognize addic- 
tion as an illness from which one can recover. 
Would the campaign have attacked Burton simi- 
larly had he missed much of his term due to a 
serious heart condition, for example? 

‘ Finally, the endorsement never remotely implied 
that readers ‘‘shouldn’t really’’ vote for Achten- 
berg, as your letter states. To quote from the 
endorsement: ‘‘This campaign has launched Ach- 
tenberg as a force to be reckoned with in San Fran- 
cisco politics. We can strengthen that force by 
turning out en masse to vote for her on April 12.”’

done something no other British leader would 
have ever dared dream of, let alone enact. She 
has the vision the drive and utter ruthlessness 
to alter the political terrain in Britain in ways 
that President Reagan could only dream of. 
And unlike Reagan, she has the power to do 
it because of Britain’s parliamentary system 
that gives the Prime Minister extensive power. 
She has done it, and done it almost single- 
handedly. 

Despite that, despite the sense Margret is 
truly made of stone and will outlast even the 
bricks Downing Street is built upon, London 
remains alive. AIDS organizing and activism 
is budding, and is already more politically 
mature than in many areas of the U.S. Isolated 
individuals are putting their necks on the line 
to challenge the government; unfortunately 
their heads:tend to end up in a basket. 

Even in the backbenchs of the conservative 
party there is a sense that the Iron Lady has 
gone too far, her megalomania is too extreme. 

‘A recent revolt in the Tory shires, moderated 
same of her more extreme attacks on the wel- 
fate state. The fact remains, however, that the 
rebellion had to be in the conservative party 
because their majority is so huge. 


The Homecoming 


Sitting in front of this computer screen after 
arriving back from London, everything seems 
so damn far away. The reality, the gritty grime, 
the misery seem almost unreal. The sense of 
shock I felt in London is fading. Yet I cannot 
forget the bitterness and anguish in Britain. 
The polarization of the city was constantly sur- 
prising and depressing, a consistent gloom, not 
directly related to the traditional miserable 


- weather. 
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Wedded to the political situation is the 
onslaught of AIDS, so far a ‘‘mere’’ 2,000 or 
so cases. Somehow I always felt London was 
safe, invulnerable, like the hometown that 
never changes. The realization that is not true 
was heartbreaking. What do you do when your 
sanctuary is visited by the plague? What do 
you do when the home you once knew has beg- 
gers in the streets? What do yoy.do when your 
home is suddenly sucked away/and replaced by 
a monstrosity where everyone else has given up 
fighting or become exhausted with the effort? 

Whether or not London will ever recover is 

an open question. I’m still hopeful; I have to 
be, otherwise why else would I ever want to go 
back? 
Author’s note: On Monday May 23, Clause 29 
passed into law and history, Britain’s version 
of the Georgia Sodomy law, writ large, and 
more frightening. The BBC’s 6:00 TV news 
broadcast was interrupted by four women who 
burst into the studios shouting protests against 
the new law. One of the women was wrestled 
to the ground by a newcaster who held her 
mouth shut while the broadcast went on. 
Somehow that little bit of censorship seems 
so apt.

hit the mark perfectly. Incest survivors come 
into therapy in every shape, form, and with all 


different levels of consciousness and uncon-’ 
.sciousness about the experience. Bass said that 


many survivors are tormented by the fact that 
they don’t have precise moving-picture mem- 
ories of theabuse. Often women come in with 
fragments of dreams or amorphous feelings of 
having been sexually abused as children. Bass 
was very strong on her position that she never 
once heard of a story of a woman who thought 
she was abused, who wasn’t actually abused. 
After investigation and therapy, the stuff in- 
variably comes up. 

Bass told of one survivor who was obsess- 
ed for over a year in trying to get airtight 
evidence in the form of a direct memory. Bass 
instructed her to act ‘‘as if,’’ to assume it hap- 
pened, to clean up the damage and to get on 
with healing her fractured life. ‘‘Abuse,’’ says 
Bass, ‘‘isn’t about how many times it happen- 
ed or who put which genital where. It’s about 
violation and betrayal.’’ 

She warned against carrying negative self- 
definitions inherited from the abusers. ‘‘Stop 
looking to your abusers as mirrors. Let peo- 
ple who really know you, the good and affir- 
ming things about you, serve as your mirrors.”’ 
As for forgiveness, she was emphatic: ‘‘You 
don’t owe your abusers anything. They blew 
their chance with you. You don’t have to 
forgive them. The only forgiveness necessary 
is for yourself. Don’t hold onto any blame 
yourself.’’ She also forewarned about the 


multiple offense nature of child molestation, —- 


A father who molests his daughter often 
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becomes the grandfather who molests his 
grandchildren. 

As for recovery, it is most often a long-term 
process. Each woman will heal herself 
organically. ‘‘Eventually,’’ says Bass, ‘‘your 
identification with the abuse and its effects 
diminishes, and you just go on with your life. 
Life feels better. It’s an organic change. You 
don’t have to suffer all the time.”’ 

A good way to look at healing, according to 
Davis, is to realize that it’s going to take a lot 
of hard work; it’s going to take time; and it 
takes an enormous dedication to be able to 
push through to resolution. ‘‘But look at it this 
way: the abusers have stolen enough already. 
Don’t let them have the rest of your life!’’

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think it’s a disaster. It’s going to take a huge 
campaign to fight it, and I don’t see the energy 
for it.”’ 

Pabich says ‘‘I think it’s a very serious situa- 
tion. I think we have a real selling job to do to 
the public. I think with Gann and Dannemeyer 
they have potential for gathering support.”’ 

The AIDS Initiative Committee will not be 
the organization fighting the November in- 


itiatives. The Northern California office has. 


essentially closed already, and the Southern 
California office will now concentrate on peti- 
tion gathering for the tax credit initiative. What 
sort of organization will come together against 
Gann-Dannemeyer remains to-be seen. 

The other initiative likely to. make the 
November ballot is sponsored by Sheriff Block 
of.L.A. county. It mandates that courts must 
order testing of certain sex crime offenders, in- 
cluding those accused, not just convicted, and 
also testing of those accused in crimes that in- 
volve possible transmission of body fluids to 
police officers, firefighters, or emergency 
medical personnel. 

This measure too greatly worries Coles. For 
one thing, sweat is defined as a body fluid, and 
merely touching someone can transmit sweat. 
Thus, he says, the Block initiative ‘‘is going to 
provide for HIV testing in circumstances where 
it makes no medical sense.”’ 

In addition, Coles argues, even where 
transmission is somewhat more likely, it makes 
more sense to test the person to whom HIV 
may have been transmitted, rather than the of- 
fender. Testing negative could give a false sense 
of security given the time lag between exposure 
and the body’s production of an immune 
response so that the HIV antibody test shows 
positive. 

‘*I’m worried,’’ says Coles, ‘‘about when we 
start ordering testing that doesn’t make sense 
from a public health standpoint. That’s a road 
I don’t want to start down.”’ 

Pabich is pessimistic about the chances of 


defeating Block. ‘‘I think it will pass pretty . 
~—-eaSily;*he says, ‘‘and I don’t know how much 


of a campaign there will be against it.”’

I can 
still remember the timeless quality of Caitlin’s 
birth — the sense that people had been gather- 
ing to wait in that way throughout time. 

This time, there was an emerg¢ncy, a life and 
death struggle to wage. And that, too, I found,

These are the moments that change a 
person. 

It all blurs together, watching them save her 
life and running back and forth between my 
partner and her. I remember thinking that her 
father and I were really getting to bond with 
her because we were the only ones that were 
allowed in to see her, and thinking, I didn’t 
want to get that bonding this way. 

Funny, at this moment, in the nursery, I 
don’t care if anyone knows who I am. My*role 
has very little meaning, except as it might af- 
fect what I have to do. Even at times such as 
these, there’s humor. David and I getting 
suited up to go into the special care nursery. 
The head nurse comes over, ‘‘Only parents 
allowed.”’ ‘“‘We’re the parents,’’ we say in 
unison. She looks confused. David says, 
‘‘There are three parents involved here.”’ She 
collects her wits, looks at me, at him, at me, 
at him again and asks him, ‘‘So who are you?”’ 
‘I’m the father,’’ he says, and she stops ask- 
ing questions and puts us on the list. 

Through that long, long labor, we become 
a family. David and I crying in the hallway as 
the baby is about to arrive. Facing our fear 
together. Caitlin determined to be there, even 
in the crisis. Later telling us the details we’d 
forgotten about the birth. 

A child you almost lose is hard not to love! 
And the people you go through an experience 
like that with live in your heart. 

I read back over what I’ve written and 
realize how very dramatic it seems. So many 
surprising feelings! So much I didn’t expect. 
What did I expect?

I expected being a co-parent to be so dif- 
ferent from birthing a child. I worried that 
maybe I couldn’t love this child as I love Caitlin 
or that I’d feel distant from her. That I’d have 
a hard time knowing how to be a ‘‘co-parent”’ 


_ and I might feel a little lost. But what surprises 


a 


me the most is how similar this feeling is to the 
one I had when Caitlin was born. That deep 
tug on my heart, as if someone is pulling it 
open with a crow-bar and shouting ‘‘make 
more room in there.’’ That deep sense of con- 
nection with Wendy and David as the people 
I am experiencing it with. The difficulty put- 
ting the feelings in perspective and balancing 
them with everything else. The love I feel for 
Kelley has a very similar quality, yet 1 am not 
that primary mother — the primary caretaker. 

I’ve also been very aware that my role with 
her is much more ambiguous. We were out the 
other night, and someone was admiring the 
baby. She asked which of us was the mother, 
and when we said it was Wendy, I wondered, 


‘‘What does that make me?’’ We are still | 


working out how to identify me in the world. 
Yet, with Kelley I feel absolutely clear, and-that 
I didn’t expect. There is no doubt that she is 
my child. 

The whole experience makes me remember 
how I felt when I gave birth, so removed from 
people around me, in-a certain way separate, 
and I now think that may have been because 
my role was so clear and theirs were up for 
grabs. Wendy is the only one here for whom 
no explanation is required. Who is she? 
Mother. For me, the difficulty is that I have 
to work harder to feel secure about the future 
and confident about my life with Kelley. But 
the positive and bigger part is that I am learn- 
ing that I can love someone deeply just because 
I love them, that I am capable of loving 
without clear definition or guarantee. I would 
still make the choice to love Kelley even if I 
knew she’d grow up to deny me as a parent. 
I would still change her diapers, hold her, grow 
with her, protect her. There’s not a thing I’d 
change. 

This has been a long road for me. Taking a 
chance on being ‘‘out of control’’ and not be- 
ing ‘‘mom”’ has represented a real letting go 
of fear; but it’s not that the fear has gone but 
rather that I’m willing to take the chances 
anyway. . 

Once I do that, the gifts are so plentiful and 
full: Watching a little being come into herself, 
beginning to know her for who she is. Start- 
ing to take the same kinds of chances with the 
other people in my family, with my friends, in 
the world. Maybe the world is a safer piers 
than I had ever thought. 

Many years ago at a workshop I remem- 
bered some pieces of my own birth. Fear, the 


- cold white-covered people, faces masked, 


wondering where my mother was, worry, 
worry. Mental pictures and images which 
flashed before me and have come to me again 
at moments. So illuminating about the way I 
look at strangers, that place inside that doesn’t 


‘trust. 


And here | was in a hospital, at the mercy 


of doctors, nurses, midwives, in the heart of 
what I fear most. And what happened? Peo- 
ple were wonderful! Caring, dedicated they did 


their best and did it with kindness. It has taken. 


these last few weeks for me to take in the in- 
formation that a bunch of strangers (and 
friends) really came through in a pinch. It’s just 
not what I expect. 

Somehow that’s what having kids is about 
for me. Looking at the world through new 
eyes. Everything fresh and limitless. A chance 
to try things differently, learn to love, learn to 
live altogether differently. 


Those people in the birthing room are burn-’ 


ed in my mind’s eye. And so I’ve got a new 
feeling about strangers. About what I can get 
in the world. It’s the kind of time that opens

In the Summer When 
It’s Hot and Sticky

he Rhino has another hit. In spite of 

itself, it’s a hit. Doug Holsclaw’s new 

play, which derives its title from a risque 
verse recited by the incorrigibly raunchy Dol- 
ly (Priscilla Alden), is peopled with some of the 
most unlikely grotesques one could imagine 
summering at a tacky beachfront resort on the 
Jersey coast. It’s a very funny play, due to 
Holsclaw’s mastery of funny dialogue, zingy 
one-liners, and eccentric characters. 

On the other hand, by the end of Act One. 
no firm plot line has been established. No rea! 
problem has made a demand on our intellect 
or emotions. Of the play’s 10 characters it’s 
meddlesome Dolly who makes the pot boil 
Kevin’s (Doug Hutleston) affair with an off. 
stage lover hardly qualifies him for male leac 
even though he shares curtain call honors with 
Dolly. 

Betty (Donna Jean Davis) is the proprietor 
of the resort. Her summer season regulars in- 
clude her recently widowed and pretentious 
sister Linda (Carole Landes); gay entertainer 
and sometimes drag queen Tony (Robert Coff- 
man in a role written expressly for him); Hec- 
tor (Johnnie Rodriguez), Tony’s cheating. bi-. 
sexual lover; and plain-spoken \Dolly, the ladies 
room attendant at a Broadway theatre. 

Into this ‘‘family’’ come two young jour- 
nalism interns, Diane and Kevin to share a 
cabin. Compulsive talker Diane (Suzy Berger 
in a devastating portrait of a Mississippi misfit) 
has just been dumped by her husband with the 
announcement that he is gay. Gay roomie 
Kevin is in the process of being dumped by his 
sometimes lover, a Columbia professor. Dol- 
ly’s son Bobby (Frank Diamanti, a fine actor 
bat too close to Dolly’s age to pass for her son) 
is a non-resident visitor along with his manic- 
depressive daughter Colleen (Kathleen 
Stefano). 

It’s a mix-and-match, lower-class version of 
Grand Hotel. Bobby gets the hots for Linda 
ahd they elope much to the chagrin of Dolly. 
Tony kicks out Hector in a scene engineered 
by Dolly. Diane embarks on an affair with Ed- 
die (Joe Weatherby) who turns out to bea sin- 
cere, though inept, ex-con. And Kevin mopes 
about waiting for the phone call that isn’t go- 
ing to come. 

Tony is baited by Kevin for being passe, a 
throw-back to the homosexual stereotype of 
the screaming queen. Referring to Kevin as 
Brenda Starr, Tony refutes Kevin’s philosophy 
for trying to assimilate the new-age homosex- 
ual into mainstream America. ‘‘Most people 
hate fags,’’ he says, ‘‘always have, always 
will.’’ Their uneasy truce culminates in a half- 
hearted attemipt at seduction, played for titilla- 
tion, that seemed arbitrary at best. 

But the comedy belongs to foul-mouthed 
Dolly even though her role is that of observer, 
commentator, and play analyst. When Dolly 
advises Kevin to ‘‘put his pecker on ice for the 
summer,”’ her stggestion is in no way sala- 
cious. It’s just plain common sense. In the best 
role she’s had in years, Priscilla Alden rules her 
pesky roost with a noblesse oblige that always 
allows her the last word. Approaching the sub- 
ject of AIDS (‘‘that viral’’) with Kevin, she’s 
relieved to discover he takes precautions. ‘‘If 
I get it,’’ he says ‘‘there’d be no justice in the 
world.’’ ‘‘There isn’t,’’ she retorts. 

For all its comedic situations — and there 
are laughs aplenty — Jn the Summer whimpers 
to a resolution as the Summer people pack up 
to go. Assuming that Kevin’s character is the 
dominant one,there should have been a more 
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in the Theatre Rhino hit production “In the Summer When It’s Hot & Sticky”’ 


forceful assertion| of his problem from the 
beginning (though it is hard to be assertive 
when you’re playing second banana to Suzy 
Berger). At the play’s end, Kevin confesses a 
secret from his past to Dolly. This reportage 
contains the one bit of drama that is too im- 
portant to be passed off in exposition. Some- 
how author Holsclaw should have allowed the 
audience to witness the story Kevin only speaks 
of. 

Barbara Doust directed her large cast with 
considerable skill. Ms. Berger was, as usual, 
a delight to the eye and ear. Ms. Stefano, too, 
must be singled out for her superb delineation 
of a minor role. No matter what another ac- 
tor may be doing on any part of the stage, 
Stefano is listening, watching, and reacting. 
She’s a pro. 

The set, a pebbled beach and rickety cabin 
fronts, was designed by Matthew Antaky.

imagine Tony stamping on that frightful Mo- 
town wig and screaming ‘‘I won’t wear it.

good drawing room comedy that ex- 

poses the mating peccadilloes of the 

rich and famous can be a joy forever. 
But Sheridan, Wilde, and Barrie are no longer 
with us and today’s social observers people 
their patios with angst-filled middle-class bour- 
bon drinkers. It ain’t the same. 

San Francisco’s own William Hamilton, 
best known for dissecting upper class manners 
in his New Yorker cartoons (and in our Sun- 
day ‘‘Living”’ section), is attempting to fill the 
void. In 1984 ACT produced his Happy Lan- 
dings. This season The Magic Theatre is 
presenting the premiere of his Jnterior 
Decoration. 

The new play is a fluffy bit of topical 
ak Sa touching on marriage as a passe in- 
stitu#n, men as passe in a feminist society, 
sperm banks, the rights of an unmarried 
father, the sexual temptations of a straight 
woman married to a gay man, and the emo- 
tional and sexual situation of one single 
woman who has achieved the exalted position 
of chief executive officer of a major 
corporation. 


In other words, it’s your typical read- 
between-the-lines-and-guess-who gleaned the 
social columns of yesterday’s Chronicle and 
Examiner. To protect the innocent, the play 
has been set in New York. 

Sybil Bolton, the corporate CEO whose 
ideal lifestyle would include herself, a child, an 
apartment, and no man, is played with icy 
precision by Deborah Allison. Gerald and 
Phillipa Detweiler, the ever-so-clever decorat- 
ing team (and husband and wife) are played 
by George Maguire and Moly Mayock. His 
tongue is dipped in acid, hers in oil of vitriol. 
William Singleton, a fine physical specimen of 
a poetry-spouting multi-millionaire, is por- 
trayed by Granville Van Dusen. 

Sybil has chosen Singleton to be the father 
of her child. (Three previous atempts with men 
whose names begin with A, B, and C haven’t 
worked out.) She has selected the Detweilers 
to decorate her apartment because they are ac- 
quaintd with her stud-to-be and can effect an 
introduction. Is this making any sense? 
Described by bitchy-tongued Gerald as having 
‘‘all of the appeal of a statue that has just walk- 
ed out of the park,’’ Singleton is nevertheless 
pursued by Sybil for his ‘‘chromosomal op- 
timum.’’ Singleton is determined to teach the 
upstart feminist a lesson. Is it any surprise that 
the macho Singleton immediately falls in love 
with her? 

Interior Decoration is a 1988 version of the 
kind of situation screenwriters used to whip up 
with such success for the likes of Hepburn and 
Tracy, and later for Doris Day and Rock Hud- 
son. On stage these characters tend to direct 
their lines at the audience rather than at each 
other because that’s the convention of draw- 
ing room comedy. Wit is exhibited at the ex- 
pense of everybody involved, but there’s not 
much structure to hold those funny lines 
together. For instance, one character asks 
another: ‘‘Have you ever talked about di- 
vorce?’’ The other answers, ‘‘Darling, that’s 
what you do talk about when you’re married.”’ 
It’s cocktail chatter in search of a real plot. 

I had some difficulty adjusting to Deborah 
Allison’s rapid-fire speech pattern (surely not 
all female CEOs talk like machines) but final- 
ly warmed up to her when motherhood reveal- 
ed a streak of vulnerability. The character of 
the egotistical Singleton was not exactly a 
charmer either, but Van Dusen’s love-crazed 
seizure in the second act exposed a fine com- 
edic talent. 

Kristoffer Tabori directed crisply, if not with 
feeling. John Bonard Wilson designed the 
rotating set that whisked us smoothly from 
Sybil’s mottled beige living room to Singleton’s 
mottled beige library. Jennifer Talford design- 
ed the costumes and I have this to say about 
them: Gerald’s sports jacket was not quite right 
for one of New York’s top decorators, and 
Sybil’s too-short skirt (very un-CEO) left 
nothing to the imagination of those of us sit- 
ting in the second row.

Sanctified Church

llen Sebastian’s The Sanctified Church 

is an ambitious work combining 

anthropology and theatre. The ex- 
periences of Black writer and anthropologist 
Zora Neale Hurston, the influence of voodoo 
on the church and on southern Blacks, the at- 
tempt by whites to intellectualize Black culture 
— all of these subjects are key elements in “he 
play. With all of that going on, it’s no woncer - 
that by the end of the evening, we feel ente1- 
tained, educated, and exhausted. 

The foundation of the play is factually bas- 
ed on Hurston’s collaboration with a white 
sound recordist (here, a fictionalized character 
Aaron Schmidt) who was attempting to docu- 
ment the Black folklore and culture that 
Hurston had experienced. Hurston’s character 
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says that you cannot just sit back and view 
black culture from afar and expect to unders- 
tand it. It’s something that must be experienced 
firsthand. Schmidt is an uptight, fumbling, 
scientific type, whose own recollections of 
church were of ‘‘one long ritual of putting on 
clothes that I didn’t want to wear.’’ Hurston 
initially tries to loosen Schmidt up by sharing 
some dirty juke joint songs that she learned as 
a child. As she continues, her songs and tales 
begin to take life on the stage. 

Sebastian uses a variety of filmatic techni- 
ques throughout the play to create dreamy vi- 
sions from Hurston’s past. Gradually, the vi- 
sions become more real, and we find ourselves 
becoming members of the sanctified church 
where Hurston’s father is pastor. Zora Hurs- 
ton explains the structure and techniques of her 
father’s sermon to us by way of Schmidt and 
the music and message build into the kind of 
emotional frenzy often experienced in the sanc- 
tified church. A similar experience is witness- 
ed in the second half of the play when Hurs- 
ton’s memories take us to a voodoo ceremony 
in Haiti. This time she draws the unwitting 
Schmidt into the scene where he ultimately 
becomes a participant rather than an observer. 

Sebastian is most successful when recreating 
the emotion and spontaneous excitement 
within the sanctified church and at the voodoo 
ritual. Probably, most of the members of the 
audience have had little, if any, exposure to 
such events, but there was whooping and yell- 
ing from both on and off stage at the perfor- 


mance I attended. The members of the suppor- 
ting cast double parts in both scenes, which 
lends to the idea of the spiritual intercon- 
nectedness of the two religions that Hurston 
professed. There were outstanding dance and 
vocal performances from Andrea Brembry, 
Shakiri, and the rest of the chorus, who seemed 
so relaxed that they almost forgotit was a stag- 
ed re-creation. Their faces and attitudes — 
from the beautiful children, who are distracted 
during the sermons, but who come to life when 
the music starts, to the giggling teenagers, to 
the righteous older members of the spiritual 
congregations — everything looks real and not 
portrayed. 

The aliveness of these scenes is what makes 
it so difficult for the contrasting scenes with 
Zora and Lucy Hurston and Aaron Schmidt 
to come to life. These interactions are mere 
dialogue and gestures. Schmidt is especially 
puzzling. Kenn Watt does his best to fit himself 
into the patchwork of events and characters, 
but he feels like extra baggage and we wonder 
why he needs to be here. His character begins 
to hint at tokenism — a white person put there 
for whites in the audience to identify with. 
There is little dramatic tension in the play. He 
only detracts from the little dramatic tension 
there is in the play. 

Luisah Teish as Zora is comfortable, and 
especially engaging in the early scenes when she 
sings the songs from Zora’s childhood, but she 
is also given little chance for character develop-

Ow in its pre-Broadway run, the revival 

of Anthony Shaffer’s Tony award- 

winning thriller, Sleuth, has been ex- 
tended at the Curran. 

Since it’s a mystery, we’re enjoined not to 
reveal the plot beyond certain tantalizing clues. 
But since the play was previously produced at 
ACT and made into a 1972 movie with 


Laurence Olivier and Michael Caine as the | 


adversaries, you may well recall those intricate 
plot twists anyway. 

English mystery author Andrew Wyke 
(Stacey Keach) has invited young Milo Tindle 
(Maxwell Caulfield), his wife’s lover, to his 
country estate where he immediately entraps 
the gullible Milo into a match of wits that can 
only end disastrously for one of them. Preten- 
ding friendship and a willingness to give up his 
wife, Wyke sets up a convoluted plot involv- 
ing a break-in, a robbery, a gun, and for some 
weird reason a clown costume. While weaving 
his web around Milo, Wyke is intent upon 
humiliating his socially inferior rival (a second- 
generation Italian travel agent) with taunts and 
barely veiled insults. 

Suddenly something goes wrong (or does 
it?). There’s a body (or is there?). Anda freshly 
dug grave (or is it really just a flower bed?). 
The answers are just what the inspector intends 
to discover... as he attempts to sorts out the fic- 
tion from the truth. 

As I recall the movie, Olivier played the role 
with a cool intellectual incisiveness. Keach has 
attacked this part with a rambunctious physi- 
cality... and it works. The men stalk each 
other, thrust and draw back. Caulfield (rather 
wooden initially) comes to life as his reflexes 
are put to the test. As the game picks up theze’s 
almost a sexual excitement between them. (At 
one point Wyke even suggests that since they’re 
so well matched in their gamesmanship Milo 
should give up his mistress and move in with 
him. A strictly Platonic relationship, he adds.) 

Yes, television fans, Caulfield does manage 
to expose his body, stripping down to his red 
briefs in one scene. With that bit disposed of, 
he becomes an even more credible actor in 
subsequent scenes. 

You’ll be on the edge of your seat the last 
few minutes trying to determine who is telling 
the truth. The end is a shocker, but a perfect- 
ly logical one.

South Pacific

ne of the more unusual theatrical out- 

ings of the year is the annual Moun- 

tain Play which takes place high on 
Mt. Tamalpais on Sundays in May and June. 
For its 75th production, Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein’s South Pacific was selected. 

The outdoor setting and wide staging area 
suited well Kenneth Rowland’s designs of a 
plantation terrace, an island street, a Seabees 
radio shack, and a Bali Hai grass shack. Paul 
Smith handled the off-stage musical direction 
and Terry Humphrey choreographed the cast 
of 40 in a number of intricate choral and dance 
routines. 

Director Jim Dunn was especially blessed in 
having Ken Rowland as Emile DeBeque, the 
widowed planter with two half-Polynesian 
children. Rowland’s protrayal was masterful 
and sympathetic, and his singing and speak- 
ing voice recalled echoes of the original, played 
by Enzio Pinza. 

In the role made famous by a crew-cut Mary 
Martin (she washed her hair onstage at every 
performance), Jeffra Cook was knucklehead- 
ed nurse Nellie Forbush. Miss Cook’s singing 
voice was fine, but she tended to take that 
““knuckleheaded’’ adjective to heart. She giggl- 
ed at the end of every line. She giggled at every 
pause for breath. She giggled between song 
phrases. Her characterization aimed for charm 
but too quickly turned to sugar and spastic 
parody. 

Bloody Mary was played by Neva Ellis and 
she was delightful and sang well. She giggled, 
too, but that’s Bloody Mary. Danny Kovacs 
was Luther Billis, the black market impressario 
(every military company has one). He was also 
the coconut-bosomed Honey Bun in the com- 
pany’s Thanksgiving show. The young love in- 
terest was carried by Denise Kwan and Jon 
Scamen as Liu and Lt. Cable. Their scenes and 
their song ‘‘Younger than Springtime’’ were 
beautiful and touching. 

All great love stories are simple and South 
Pacific is no exception. Nellie, a straight-laced 
hick from New Orleans falls for Emile but 
panics when she discovers his two ‘‘native’’ 
children. Lt. Cable falls for Liu but panics 
when he discovers her mother, Bloody Mary, 
has him earmarked for a son-in-law. Mixed 
marriages were not taken lightly during WWII 
and were certainly discouraged by the military. 
Rodgers and Hammerstein accorded the issue

Check out that hair in South Pacific 


a major song, ‘‘You’ve Got to be Carefully 
Taught (to Hate)’’, a message as pertinent to- 
day as it was 45 years ago. South Pacific pro- 
bably offers more hit songs per minute than 
any other musical. The children open with the 
charming ‘‘Dites-Mois’’ and then Nellie bursts 
right into ‘‘A Cockeyed-Optimist.’’ Emile 
sings ‘‘Some Enchanted Evening,’’ the Seabees 
and Marines chant their rowdy ‘‘Bloody 
Mary,’’ and Bloody Mary sings her haunting 
description of everybody’s secret place, ‘‘Bali 
Hai.’’ 

Nellie and the nurses cavort through ‘‘I’m 
Gonna Wash that Man right out of My Hair,”’ 
followed immediately by a change of heart that 
leads Nellie into ‘‘I’m in Love with a Wonder- 
ful Boy.’’ Lt. Cable, now under the magic spell 
of Bali Hai sings ‘‘ Younger than Springtime’’ 
to Liu and that’s just Act One! 

Bloody Mary’s ‘‘Happy Talk’’ opens Act 
Two, Nellie and a grass-skirted Luther Billis 
camp it up with ‘‘Honey Bun,’’ and DeBeque 
sings his big ballad ‘‘This Nearly Was Mine,”’ 
plus several reprises prior to the bittersweet 
ending. 

The production offers some nice period 
details... a jeep, an army transport truck, and 
two planes that fly overhead, signifying DeBe- 
que’s rescue from a neighboring enemy-infest- 
ed island. Other details were less careful. Miss 
Cook’s wig is not unlike that of the Church 
Lady on Saturday Night Live. When she did 
her hair washing number,the soap sat dutifully 
on top. Why the wig anyway? Cook obvious- 
ly has real hair (see photo). (It was particular- 
ly ironic that the Head and Shoulders people 
passed out thousands of shampoo samples 
after the show.) 

South Pacific continues June 5, 12, 19 and 
26. Take a picnic, a sunhat, a pillow (it’s a 
Greek theatre and the seats are stone) and en- 
joy. It’s a great afternoon outing. Tickets at 
the gate. Call 383-0155 regarding the shuttle 
bus up the mountain. 


San Jose’s CLO 
Does Gypsy

ypsy, that practically perfect, brassy 
Broadway musical based on the life 
of Gypsy Rose Lee (and Mama Rose), 
was given a splendid production by San Jose’s 
Civic Light Opera this month. It’s a big show 
and a long show. And there’s just too much 
of those damned over-grown kids singing ‘‘Let 
me entertain you,’’ slowing down director 
Diana Shuster’s otherwise zippy production. 
Marcia Lewis was that battle-axe of a stage 
mother who badgered her girls to show biz 
stardom to satisfy her own need for recogni- 
tion. Lewis was brassy and fine, moved beauti- 
fully and sang well, though her relationship 
with Herby (Sam Stoneburner) never achieved 
the emotional give-and-take it should have. 
Gypsy (played by Valerie Perri as the awk-

ward tomboy in the shadow of blonde sister 
June) is quite marvelous when she finally 
realizes that she is pretty and blossoms before 
our very eyes. Her earlier scene with Tulsa 
(Doug Okerson) when she imagines herself as 
his graceful, floating dancing partner, was pro-

bably the single most touching moment of this 
backstage musical. 

Under Henry Mollicone’s direction the Jule 
Styne-Stephen Sondheim 1959 score comes 
across with all the enthusiam and freshness of 
a Broadway-bound show. And the hits are 
plentiful: ‘Small World,’’ ‘‘You’ll Never Get 
Away from Me,”’ ‘‘Some People,’’ ‘‘All I 
Need is the Girl,’’ and ‘‘Everything’s Coming 
Up Roses.’’ Add to those such specialty turns 
as ‘‘Mr. Goldstone, I Love You,”’ ‘‘If Mam- 
ma was Married,’’ ‘‘ You Gotta Have a Gim- 
mick”’ and ‘Little Lamb”’ and you’ve got over 
two hours of solid singing and dancing. 

There have been backstage musicals since 
Hollywood discovered Busby Berkeley but 
none can touch Gypsy for its realistic look at 
seedy hotels, greasy spoon restaurants, forlorn 
train stations, and a woman possessed.

ment. The only real conflict is between the dif- 
fering beliefs of Zora and Lucy Hurston: Lucy 
the devout wife of a sanctified minister, Zora 
the rebellious individual who found her way 
to the paganism of voodoo. But even this con- 
flict is minimally explored. Lucy’s ghostly 


figure and Zora’s real and captivating figure 
never connect on stage, yet, after the ritual, 
Zora feels a new sense of her~mother’s 
presence. This is a leap of enlightenment that 
is demonstrated when Lucy’s spirit appears 

and takes part in the ritual, but of interaction 

between them lessens the dramatic impact. 

What we understand most is how particular 
events and experiences shaped Zora Neale 
Hurston’s ideas and commitment to Black 
culture. Her childhood in the south and in the 
church, her memories of her mother’s death, 
her encounters with women and voodoo in 
New Orleans (where another lively vignette of 
Zora and her friends Magnolia and Rose takes 
place,) and her travels to Haiti for initiation as 
a voodoo priestess are all events that seem 
related to the exciting musical scenes that 
dominate the performance. The presence of 
Schmidt and the absence of drama are what 
leave us feeling less than satisfied. 

It is encouraging to see such realistic re- 
creations of the Black experience in main- 
stream theatre. Ellen Sebastian has helped to 
take some of the mystery out of Black spiritual- 
ism, and deepend our insight into the lives and 
emotions of the Black personalities — like 
Zora Neale Hurston — who helped to shape 
that part of the culture.

he 12th International Lesbian and Gay 

Film Festival is coming to San Francisco 

the week of June 17-26, just before the 
March. The films will be shown at the Castro 
Theatre (17-25) and the video programs are to 
be held at the Roxie Cinema (24-26). This year, 
the Festival highlights feature-length films 
from the U.S., Britain, Israel, Australia, West 
Germany, Hungary, Thailand, Iran, and Scan- 
dinavia. The overall Festival Program includes 
a diverse collection of new works along with 
lesbian/gay classics and local San Francisco 
favorites. 

Divine is to be honored as this year’s reci- 
pient of the 1988 Frameline Award, and direc- 
tor John Waters will be at the Castro to accept 
the award for the late and great Queen for the 
year. A special program of the best of Divine 
will be presented on June 18. Lesbian T.V. Par- 
ty IT returns with a string of 9 naughty tapes 
for the girls, at the Roxie, and female imper- 
sonator David Dale stars in [f They’d Asked 
for a Lion Tamer, in the ‘‘Sex and Drag and 
Rock ’n Roll’’ section of gay videos, also at the 
Roxie. 

The feature film kicking off the Festival this 
year, is Spanish director Pedro Almodovar’s 
Dark Habits, the kinky story of a female junkie 
bolero singer who seeks refuge in a convent run 
by an addicted Mother Superior with a thing 
for young girls. Along with this two-hour film, 
is a quickie from Britain cailed Alfalfa, billed 
as ‘‘one of the year’s most exuberant short 
films,’’ a ‘‘fag’s thesaurus.”’ 

June 18th there’s a full day of short films at 
the Castro including a number of British 
newcomers, and a schedule of premiere short 
French flicks. Denmark comes in on the 19th, 
with the West Coast Premiere of the feature 
film Friends Forever about a 16-year old boy 
who becomes attached to a gay gangleader at 
school. Also from Scandinavia is Per Blom’s 
The Ice Palace, about two 11-year old girls who 
first discover their budding sexual feelings for

Another Way (Hungary) is Karoly Makk’s 
controversial film about the affair between an 
out lesbian journalist and another closeted 
female journalist who’s unhappily married to 
an army officer, all within the context of the 
1956 Hungarian revolt. Empire State (Britain) 
is Ron Peck’s gay gangster movie, his first 
feature since Nighthawks. Empire State is a 
political satire and thriller starring East End 
rent boys, and businessmen into SM. 

Two films from Thai director Pisal Ak- 
karaseni, will be shown: The Last Song and its 
sequel, Anguished Love. Both films follow a 
handsome youth from the country who comes 
to be heavily involved in the gay/lesbian 
cabaret and drag scene in Bangkok. 

The wind up film at the Castro is the very 
latest from Monika Treut (West Germany) 
called The Virgin Machine. The lesbian heroine 
comes to California to try to find romantic 
fulfillment. The soundtrack includes music by 
our very own Blazing Redheads, as well as 
music by Pearl Harbor, Monamur, and 
Laibach. 

At the Roxie Cinema, there will be three 
days of videos, short films and Super 8 pro- 
grams. Day one starts with an AIDS Video 
Symposium with video films employing a 
variety of approaches for a variety of com- 
munities dealing with the epidemic. Also 
highlighted in the Roxie program is the 1987 
film Lifetime Commitment: A Portrait of 
Karen Thompson. The documentary is Karen 
Thompson’s first-person account of the ongo- 
ing struggle for her right to see and care for her 
lover Sharon Kowalski, following the critical 
accident which disabled Kowalski in 1983. 

Video features at the Roxie include the 
drama, The War Widow directed by Paul 
Bogart (‘‘Torch Song Trilogy’’) and starring 
Pamela Bellwood as a W.W.I widow who falls 
in love with her best friend after a vacation the 
two women take together at the beach. When 
the soldier/husband suddenly returns, tough 
decisions must be faced. This 1976 film was

first seen on KCET TV, Los Angeles, and has 
become a lesbian/gay film favorite. Another 
T.V. adaptation of a drama is the 1988 film, 
Split Britches, about the interrelationships bet- 
ween three women who lived from 1932-1949 
as the sole inhabitants of a defunct plantation 
in the Appalachians. 

The winner of the 1987 International Video 
and Super 8 Festival in Brussels, Revolutions 
Happen Like Refrains In A Song, comes to San 
Francisco from the Philippines. It’s the third 
film of Nick Deocampo’s trilogy in which he 
views poverty and prostitution in the Philip- 
pines with ‘‘a raw, uncompromising, and 
homosexual sensibility.”’ 

This year’s San Francisco International Les- 
bian and Gay Film Festival includes many 
other features, shorts, videos and panel discus- 
sions. The schedule for the Festival follows.

Della Reese, Della Reese at City Cabaret... 
tiny, intimate City Cabaret. The very thought 
was a thrill. The day and hour eventually ar- 
rived, and my heart stopped when she walked 
onto the stage. 

Before the evening began I was awash in 
memories of dances and dreams that involv- 
ed Della Reese recordings. Before it was over, 
I had been up and down so many personal 
memory lanes that I was exhausted. As I left, 
I was exhilarated, floating on air, still com- 
pletely unable to consider anything like a 
critical view of the show or the woman. All that 
laughing and clapping, cheering and 
remembering had just drained me, and kept 
me completely entranced the whole time. 

Thirty years ago, when I was still wonder- 
ing if I would ever grow hair anywhere besides 
on my head, Della Reese was already neat-o 
keen-o to me. All that recalled-excitement and 
still lively adulation went to my head when she 
was actually standing there, just a few yards 
away, singing. She’s still neat and keen, and, 
as a matter of fact, she’s every bit as good a 
stylist as ever, and a much better singer than 
she ever was way back when. 

There is a certain something that the best 
and brightest singers do that makes them each 
unique. Not ten singers in a generation have 
it. Most vocalists know enough about it to 
want it, so they fake it by getting wired or get- 
ting weird or by putting a peculiar twist on the 
material for no good reason. Della fakes 
nothing. Whatever that certain something is, 
she’s got loads of it. So, whatever Della sings, 
Della owns!

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She sang and sang, and tucked in the patter 
and the jokes, and sang some more. The songs 
and comedy kept coming, in fact, till I was 
squealing to myself, ‘no more.’ Then, sudden- 
ly, the show was over, and I was shouting out 
loud, ‘more, more!’ 

The opening monologue was funny in the 
way kids’ cartoons are. Della was talking about 
her personal experience in show business, but 
the funny bits were like seeing Sylvester Cat 
flattened by a steamroller. ‘‘People think show 
business is about chinchilla dragging behind 
you,”’ she said, ‘‘at a respectable distance. 
They think it’s about angels trotting after you 
offering you money, saying ‘don’t go, honey, 
here take some cash’.’’ But, no. It’s crowded 
tour buses and musicians in ‘‘stiff, aromatic 
tuxes.”’ 

Personal is the word for Della’s style, both 
with the show and with each tune. 
Personality—the real thing—is the only word 
for the power by which she stamps her own in- 
imitable brand on every song. But no number 
of dictionaries will give either of those words 
all the soul and energy and zip they have when 
you use them to talk about Della Reese. 

From ‘‘Suitcase Full of Dreams’’ and 
‘“Come Rain or Come Shine’’ to “‘I’ve Got the 
World on a String”’ and her fabulous finale, 
‘“Give Me a Happy Ending,”’ every scrap of 
the music in Della’s show is unlike anything 
anyone else would do with the same material. 
She carries the idea of a relaxed atmosphere 
about as far as it can go, so if she were using 
any tricks, you’d know it. 

Sometimes, I admit, the slightly lower sex- 
ier sound of Della ’88 faded away. I was listen- 
ing to Della in her ’59, ’69, or ’73 voice, but 
she’s still hot! She’s still incredible. She’s 
still...well, she’s still Della Reese.

Impressario John F. Karr is at it again. 
Could he let Irving Berlin’s 100th birthday pass 
without tossing a party? Not on your Tin Pan 
Alley. 

Produced by F. Allen Sawyer and directed 
by Sawyer and Karr, the Plush Room party 
featured some familiar faces, some shiny new 


faces, a gaggle of unfamiliar Berlin tunes, and: 


some choice though not over-exposed Berlin 
standards. Musical director and pianist was 
Scrumbly Koldewyn of Angels of Light fame, 
and many of the laurels for the evening’s suc- 
cess must be tossed directly at his feet. He also 
soloed on ‘‘He’s a Rag-Picker,’’ a Tin Pan 
Alley song from 1914. ; 

Richel Etterman, a honey-voiced blonde 
with a valentine-shaped face, opened the even- 
ing with ‘‘Let Me Sing a Happy Song”’ from 
the 1930 film Mammy and you knew right 
away that it was going to be a fine and dandy 
party. (When she debuted locally in this 
season’s In Circles, I could visualize her in any 
of Barbara Cook’s Broadway roles. My first 
impression is further reinforced. She’s terrific.) 
During the evening she sang ‘‘Shaking the 
Blues Away,’’ then a sweet and wistful 
‘‘Change Partners and Dance.”’ 

Darlene Popovic (who sometimes gives the 
impression that she has too much energy for 
one performer) was marvelously restrained 
and at the top of her talent. Her ‘‘Say It Isn’t 
So’”’ was beautifully sung with the simplicity 
it deserved, and her ‘‘Sadie Salome,” the 
engaging saga of a nice Jewish ‘“‘kootch”’ 
dancer, was hilarious. Her ‘‘Moonshine 
Lullabye,’’ backed by The Jesters, was con- 
siderably prettier (and obviously softer) than 
Merman’s version. Popovic’s final number, 
“‘You’re Just in Love,’’ a duet with James 
Campbell, was uniquely refreshing in that she 
spoke her lines while Campbell sang his. A bet- 
ter arrangement than the Broadway original! 

Delivering a perfect impression of a 1940s 
male trio, The Jesters (Koldewyn, A.C. Grif-

fing, and James Campbell) opened the ragtime 
segment with ‘‘Monkey Doddle Doo.”’ The 
trio later went into a swingtime arrangement 
of ‘‘Putting on the Ritz’’ followed by a toe- 
tapping ‘‘Slumming on Park Avenue.”’ 

Samm Gray, male vocalist Gold Award win- 
ner, can turn me on one moment, off the next. 
There’s a sweet crooner quality in his voice 
when he chooses to follow a melody line, but 
when he shifts into gospel overdrive, he loses 
me. ‘‘Maybe It’s Because I Love You Too 
Much’’ was sung with a joyous tenderness until 
the final refrain when he tended to sacrifice 
sentiment to volume. ‘‘Waiting at the End of 
the Road,”’ a 1929 song sung by Ethel Waters, 
suffered again from vocal over-production. (If 
there is one thing Miss Waters could do, she 
could coax tears with a softly sung lyric, but 
then she didn’t have to cope with a mike at her 
tonsils.) Gray redeemed himself vocally with 
a touching parody on Josephine Baker 
(originally sung by Waters in 1933), ‘‘Harlem 
on My Mind.’’ Subtly campy, it revealed the 
seldom-seen satiric side of Berlin and reveal- 
ed too, that Gray can deliver when he lets the 
lyrics dictate his vocal interpretation. 

The attractive Denise Deneaux gave a 
somewhat unsettling impression that the songs 
of Berlin were not her forte and was vocally 
tentative in her early numbers. Her approach 
to those two fine standards, ‘‘Better Luck Next 
Time’’ and ‘‘What’ll I Do?’? was more 
assured, though I had the distinct impression 
that her phrasing had gone country western. 

Berlin’s battery of lawyers who are forever 
poised to halt just such celebrations as this, 
were effectively sidestepped by the inclusion of 
numbers from Porter, Gershwin, Kern, and 
Felix Mendelssohn. The fact that those other 
composers’ works were sung quickly and in 
tandem (as discordant a medley as one would 
ever hope to hear) did not lessen the legality of 
their inclusion. 

Nice party, and happy birthday, Irv.

Whitfield & Co. 
Now Receiving 


That nonpareil interpreter of American pop 
music, Weslia Whitfield, is comfortably 


ensconced once again beside the Plush Room’s 
grand piano. Vocally at her peak, and glow- 
ing with subdued elegance, Whitfield led her 
jazz combo of pianist/arranger Mike Green- 
sill and bassist Paul Breslin, through a diverse 
program of upbeat tunes, ballads, and a cou- 
ple of surprises. 

This no-nonsense singer has never wasted 
time in idle chit-chat. She tells you who wrote 
a song, when, and then she sings it better than 
practically anybody else. Maybe it’s because 
she doesn’t push. No facial distortions. No 
physical mannerisms to suggest she’s trying too 
hard. She’s having a good time, so it looks 
easy. 

The eclectic set of 15 songs opened with 
‘Two for the Road’’ then swung into the jaz- 
zy fireworks of Steve Allan’s ‘‘This Could Be 
the Start of Something Big.’’ ‘‘For All We 
Know,”’ first sung by Ruth Etting in 1934, was 
one of the evening’s high points, revealing the 
vocalist’s unique ability to convey a lyric line 
as though she were in a one-to-one conversa- 
tion with you. 

Introducing Carolyn Leigh/Cy Coleman’s 
‘It Amazes Me’’ as an ‘‘uplifting”’ ballad, she 
sang it with the barely contained delight of so- 
meone falling in love. Pursuing the same 
mood, she sang the Hammerstein/Kern 
“‘Nobody Else but Me,”’ as though it were a 
three-minute, full-scale musical comedy (in- 
cuding a delightful piano interlude by Green- 
sill). What a perfect song for Whitfield’s 
upbeat temperament. 

‘Little Man You’ve Had a Busy Day’’ was 
the evening’s lullabye and ‘‘Talk to Me Baby,”’ 
a Dolan/Mercer tune from 1936, was delivered 
with the breathy sexiness of Marilyn Monroe. 
‘‘This Dream,”’ a relatively obscure song from 
The Roar of the Greasepaint brought out Whit- 
field’s uncanny ability to pull us directly in- 
to the emotional experience of her story line. 
Her ‘‘Ten Cents a Dance,’’ however, didn’t 
work for me. It suggests a raunchiness that 
Whitfield can’t quite stoop to. 

She closed with what she’s calling her 
favorite song, ‘‘A Kiss to Build a Dream On,”’ 
from her new album, ‘‘Until the Real Thing 
Comes Along.’’ This one’s available on 
cassette, CD, and record album. 

Whitfield, Greensill and Breslin hold court 
at the Plush Room through June 12. Call

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Romanovsky & Phillips: 
On a Musical High 


with ‘‘Emotional 
Rollercoaster’

omanovsky & Phillips are as enigmatic 

as ever. Their new record, ‘‘Emotional 

Rollercoaster,”’ will be no help at all to 
people who want to categorize or label either 
the men or the music. This is men’s music, gay 
music, political and even revolutionary music. 
It is rock and folk and pop-standard. It is 
satirical, comic, and serious. And, any word 
that applies to the music applies equally well 
to Ron Romanovsky and Paul Phillips. In the 
end, it isn’t a matter of choosing a pigeonhole,

it is a matter of accepting that these guys and 
their music are (E): All of the above. 

‘*Emotional Rollercoaster’’ is R&P’s third 
album, and their best so far in many ways. 
Their first record, ‘‘I Thought You’d Be 
Taller,’’ like their earlier concert appearances, 
was built on a wonderfully seductive charm 
bordering on cuteness. The second, ‘‘Trouble 
In Paradise,’’ was more professional, more 
knowing, and perhaps it was much better 
musically than technically, but it did not suc- 
ceed in all it attempted. ‘‘Rollercoaster’’ recap- 
tures the sweet silliness of R&P’s beginnings, 
blends it with definitely superior production 
techniques, and gives a perfect showcase for 
the duo’s now very sophisticated approach to 
the music. 

The new album is, in short, excellent. Some 
of the songs that have become shouted-for 
favorites — if you’ve ever been present for a 
Romanovsky & Phillips concert, you know 
what that means — are recorded here. 
‘Straightening Up The House’’ about lovers 
getting ready for mother’s visit, for instance, 
and ‘‘The Woman Next Door’’ about a bat- 
tered wife, are both established hits that are 
given unexpected new dimensions by the fuller 
orchestrations possible in the recording studio. 

“Living with AIDS”’ and ‘‘Be on the Safe 
Side’’ along with ‘‘Give Me a Homosexual’’ 
and ‘‘Waltz for the New Age’’ are wonderfully 
produced here with the addition of such in- 
struments as trombones, violins, violas, syn- 
thesizer, and tap shoes. Sadly, though, the ti- 
tle cut from this album and ‘‘I’ve Created a 
Monster,’’ are weak. These two tunes are both 
songs the guys can put over beautifully in con- 
cert, but the additional vocalists and in- 
struments just weigh them down in the record- 
ed version. 

Nine of the eleven tunes here are great, 
though, a better average than any record buyer 
has a right to expect. ‘‘Emotional Roller- 
coaster,’’ like ‘“Trouble in Paradise,”’ is sure 
to sweep in a few awards to help Ron and Paul 
keep their mantle shimmering. In fact, this is 
the kind of record — top-quality work with 
very fine original material — that makes you 
wish gay music, men’s music, political music, 
or whatever it is, could be taken seriously by 
the record industry. It is the kind of work we 
see far too little of: gladly gay work that real- 
ly makes you feel proud of being gay.

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AIDS Activist 
Michael Callen’s 
Recording Debut

ichael Callen’s greatest hit to date has 

not been a song. It has been the state- 

“ment, ‘‘I believe I will beat this 

disease.’’ It’s hard not to believe with him as 

he celebrates the sixth anniversary of his AIDS 

diagnosis with the release of his first album, 
“*Purple Heart.”’ 

Although ‘‘Purple Heart’’ will be the first 
chance for most of us here in the West to hear 
Callen’s music, he and his band, Lowlife, are 
well known on the club circuit back East. In 
fact, two cuts on the album were recorded at 
The Living Room in New York. 

“Purple Heart”’ is a thorough introduction 
to all the bases of style and subject that Callen 
is known for, flying from one to another at 
jump-cut speed. The result is that the mix of 
tunes here is not an album at all, in the con- 
temporary sense. It’s the pre-Sgt. Pepper idea 
of album making, not a cohesive whole so 
much as an interesting collection. You’re left 
to select your cuts, sort them your own way, 
and enjoy. 

The selection is impressive. There’s the jaz- 
zy, Manhattan Transfer-like tune ‘‘Take It 
Easy.”’ This one is fun, even if the lyrics about 
choosing celibacy are a bit down. There’s an 
Elton John-ish rhythm-n-boogie that will get 


your feet tapping and your hips swaying. 
That’s ‘‘Me and Dickie D,’’ which, in the 
lyrics, is almost a straight ballad about a gay 
affair. 

Callen opens ‘‘Purple Heart’’ with ‘‘Where 
the Boys Are,’’ the Greenfield-Sedaka stan- 
dard of once upon a time. It’s a well done 
novelty number. Then he hops into ‘‘Dickie 
D,”’ skips over to an Age-of-AIDS ballad call- 
ed ‘‘Living in Wartime,’’ and jumps into a 
danceable safe-sex song, ‘‘How To Have Sex.’’ 
Side one closes with ‘‘Take It Easy.’’ 

The flip side opens with the sweetly affec- 
ting ‘‘Love Don’t Need a Reason,”’ written by 
Callen with Peter Allen and Marsha Malamut. 
This cut alone would be worth the price of the 
album. Cabaret fans here heard the song last 
month when Barbara Cook performed it at Ci- 
ty Cabaret. A lot of people then were a-buzz 
with ‘‘too bad it will never be recorded.’’ 
Wrong. Here it is, and very well preformed and 
produced, too. 


The rest of this side is as various as side one, 
making the record hard to play as anything but 


‘cabaret on vinyl. Still, cut by cut, ‘‘Purple 


Heart’’ is a fine, strong performance, a 
remarkably powerful first album. 

If, at first, this record sells for all the wrong 
reasons, as it is likely to do, it will still also do 
what Callen intends. That is, it will ‘‘reach peo- 
ple emotionally”’ just as the writer-composer- 
AIDS activist’s articles and his appearances in 
books, magazines, and television shows 
“‘reach’’ them on a different level. 


‘Purple Heart’’ may spread itself a bit thin 
in the way of having something for everyone, 
but it succeeds. It is inconceivable that there 
could be a listener who wouldn’t find 
something to treasure in this album. 

‘‘Purple Heart’’ is released on the Signifi- 
cant Other label and was scheduled to be 
available in Bay Area stores by June 1.

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Four Women 
Reflect on 
Pumping Iron

or me, bodybuilding is a passion. 
In September 1986, one month after 
I had competed in the physique competi- 
tion at Gay Games II (see Coming Up! 
September 1986), I was happily engaging in my 
favorite pastime — eating in Chinatown. After 
a wonderful meal of steamed rock cod, roast 
duck, white cut chicken and oysters in black 
bean sauce, I cracked open a fortune cookie. 
The fortune read simply: ‘‘November will be 

memorable.”’ 

I could hardly wait. I was on a roll. After 


| training for just three months I had won the 


bronze medal in my weight class. And this after 
a two year lay-off due to a back injury. I look- 
ed good and I felt great. My coach, Kriss 
Brooks, had mapped out my bodybuilding 
schedule for the next sixteen months. I was to 
compete in the Superbowl of Bodybuilding in 
San Jose, a national qualifier, and then go on 
to the Nationals later in the year. I would con- 
centrate on bulking up, building muscle mass 
by working out with heavy weights in combin- 
ation with a diet of lean protein, whole grains 
and lots of fresh fruits and vegetables. I had 
found a partner to train with, Lisa Schoenberg, 
the gold medalist in the middleweight division. 
It was good for us to talk shop about feeling 
depressed over losing our definition (our ‘cuts’) 
and being able to train to exhaustion knowing 
you have a reliable spotter. Our workouts were 
hard, intense and enjoyable. I was on a roll. 
I could hardly wait to see what November 
would bring. 

Two days before Thanksgiving I stepped in- 
to an open storm drain, tore the ligaments in 
my right ankle and didn’t walk for three 
months. I was on crutches for three months 
and went to physical therapy three times a 
week. When I was still not able to walk, my 
doctor put me in a cast for three weeks. The 


| physical therapy continued for five months 
| after the cast was cut off. 


I was devastated. My right thigh dropped 


_ from 21 inches to 18: My calf went from 14 in- 


ches to 12: I thought my whole future in 
bodybuilding had gone down the drain. I was 
in pain and I was depressed. And I had never 
realized how important mobility was until I lost 
it. I stayed home, watched a lot of daytime 
television and ate a lot of food. My physical 
therapist had approved limited activity at the 
gym but I was feeling too sorry for myself to 
go. Instead, I lay in bed with my feet elevated, 
feeling my muscles atrophy. 

After a number of weeks spent in this way 


_ I was determined to get out of the pit. I started 


going to the pool. I found that doing laps was 
meditative and energizing. And the only place 
where I was free of the crutches. In the water 
I was sure and strong and in control. I remem- 
bered feeling that same way at the gym and 
knew I had ‘to return. 

Starting back was hard. Besides the obvious 
loss of muscle size, I had lost strength. I started 
back doing high repetitions with light weights. 
The three months on crutches had taught me 
patience and I was able to go slow and stay 


light.

It’s been a year and eight months since that 
memorable November. I’ve gained 2 3/4 in- 
ches on my thigh, 1 3/4 on my calves and an 
inch on my biceps. For me, bodybuild-ing is 
a passion. It involves training with weights to 
build and shape the muscles, dieting to show 
the body in its best light, tanning to enhance 
muscle definition and free posing to music. 
This is the only aspect of the competition that 
allows the athlete to express her creativity. 

Bodybuilding has taught me patience, 
dedication and discipline. Being in touch with 
my strength keeps me in touch with my source. 
I enjoy the intensity of training. I like seeing 
my body grow and change. I love to hear the 
audience clapping and cheering in apprecia- 
tion. At those times I think back to all the hard, 
painful workouts, the weeks spent dieting, the 
pain, the sweat, the sacrifices and say to 
myself, it was worth it. It was hard but I did 
it. And if I did that, I can do anything.

Tired of walking on crutches. 

I had osteo-arthritis. It affected the majority 
of my joints, except the hip and the spine. It 
affected my hands and legs in particular. From 
when I was sixteen I spent a lot of time on crut- 
ches, particularly in the wintertime. I lived in 
Wisconsin where they have unbelievably cold 
winters. When I was in my senior year as an 
undergraduate, I got tired of using crutches or 
a cane and I wanted to do something about it. 
I went on a weightlifting regimen for three 
years. The program was designed to make my 
muscles stronger to compensate for the joint 


weakness. As a result I became a lot more agile, 
flexible and stronger. After five years on crut- 


| ches I broke the cane. It was wooden, the crut- 
| ches were not! It helped not having to deal with 
| 25 degrees below freezing. I still have joint pro- 
_ blems, but I’m strong enough to not worry 
| about if I need crutches to walk with. 


I moved to San Francisco three years ago 


and began bodybuilding seriously. I like the 
way it makes me look. It’s helped me lose all 


that weight (down from 165 pounds to a com- 
petition weight of 125 pounds). And it’s great 
for getting girls! 

For this year’s competition I’ll be 125 
pounds but shaped differently than last year. 
I’m bigger and more solid. I don’t think 
women should have a phobia about becoming 
stronger. I think we should develop our phys- 
ical potential to the fullest extent.

It’s a lot of fun — most of the time! 

I had been working out with weights for 2 
1/2 years before I started thinking about com- 
peting. I felt ready to compete emotionally. | 
felt I knew as much as I would know without 
going the extra step of competition. Also, I’m 
39, and it’s part of doing special things as I turn 
forty. 

Bodybuilding is an incredible commitment. 
Workouts are really the best part. I can work 
out until the cows come home! I love it. It’s 
the best part. The hard part is the emotional 
ups and downs. I had cognitive knowledge of 
what it would be to compete but I didn’t ex- 
pect it to be such an emotional experience. I’m 
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learning about my relationship with food and 
learning about myself. My body image is part 
of this process. One day I think I look good, 
one day I think: what have you been doing for 
2 1/2 years! It amazes me how the image of 
physical beauty is so fluid. 

Posing is exciting, and I feel like I never have 
enough time to practice. When I work out I 
learn to be with my body in a certain way. Pos- 
ing is anew way to learn about what my body 
can do. Bodybuilding is an art, a way to find 
self-expression. It helps develop a positive 
physical identity. It’s a lot of fun — most of 
the time!

Glad I’m healthy and able to perform. 

I started eight years ago when women’s 
bodybuilding was first beginning. Kay Baxter 
was the inspiration and my mentor. She was 
big way before her time. Her philosophy was: 
no matter what others say, do what you want 
to do. I was intrigued .by the sport. It was 
something out of the norm for women to do. 

I started training in 1980. At the end of 1985, 
I got to a point where my weights were not in- 
creasing and I was not making any gains. I 
knew some women bodybuilders who were do- 
ing steroids so I went and talked with a doc- 
tor. There are only certain things that women 
can take. I don’t take massive amounts and 
have had no side effects. I’m under the super- 
vision of a doctor. In my first cycle, the weights 
went up and the muscles started responding 
again. 


Using steroids is a choice of the individual 
to make. And they don’t always give you the 
edge. Misinformation can steer people the 
wrong way. I don’t advocate anyone taking 
them. It’s a personal choice for a woman to 
make and it’s important to consult a physician. 

In every contest there are women who are 
on steroids and women who are not. There are 
natural competitions too. This group, Body- 
builders Against Steroid Abuse (BASA), based 
in Los Angeles, just sponsored their first show. 
They are planning both amateur and profess- 
sional contests, both drug tested. Their next 
show is June 11 at Redondo Beach. 

I’m glad to see more gay women involved 
in the sport. They’ve seen what I’ve done and 
gotten in touch with what women’s bodybuild- 
ing is about. It’s great to take pride in the way 
they look, even if they don’t plan on compet- 
ing. It’s healthy, it’s good. I’m 36 this year and 
I’m glad I’m healthy and able to perform.

he breakthrough books in gay male 

fiction this year are the ones written 

from the point of view of people 

with AIDS or those closest to them. 

Maybe you’ ve avoided these books, 
or the topic — who needs more Death and 
Despair? But given a try, they turn out to be 
not only positively full of recognition and self- 
validation, but of inspiration. It’s like making 
a visit to the Quilt, or even better. 

By way of illustrating how telling each other 

our stories gives us power, I’d like to invite the 
reader to make a brief but relevant detour to 
the California Men’s Gathering, as I did last 
month while reading these new volumes. There 
I was, in the pine hills near good old-monied 
Saratoga, in the company of 250 men. 

On a sunny afternoon I did a workshop with 
sixteen others. Its topic: the sexuality of our 
boyhood lives between the age-of-comfort 
(recalled at about 3 years old as last body 
memories of being held by mother or father, 
then the only important people in the world) 
and the age just before first sexual experience. 
I find it hard to remember those years; my 
forgetfulness, no doubt, a form of protection. 
We began by sharing our kid-names — Son- 
ny, Johnny Ray, Hansie — and then brought 
up pieces of our stories. 

Some contributed details of escape to secret 
places: a maple tree that angled up out of the 
river bed, to be scooted up before descending 
a conveniently placed fir tree; or a hot water 
pipe that used to be straddled to get that warm 
feeling ‘‘down there.’’ Someone recalled ac- 
tually watching two teenaged boys DO IT 
under the house while supposedly fixing pipe. 

‘Several had vivid reminiscences of humiliations 


inflicted on hapless schoolmates by gym 


“coaches; in one case this caused even greater 
mortification — an erection in the boy being 
punished — and in another the secret excita- 
tion of the watcher. 

Alone, each of these is only a private ex- 
perience. But Memory operates with just such 
pieces. Story, our first model of learning, then 
constructs a public narrative to connect them. 
At first we tell a story to ourselves, to make 
sense of the world. Later we share experiences, 
constructing the group story that binds us to 
each other in community. Self-help groups, 12 
Step, all work this way. Out of private pain 
comes a common history. 

What has this to do with AIDS, or some 
storybooks about it? Texas psychiatrist Harry 
Wilmer puts it this way: ‘‘I thought the fear of 
AIDS in the medical profession had to do with 
homosexuality, but that’s not it. When MDs, 
whose implacable foe is death, see AIDS pa- 
tients who are going to die, they rage against 
them.’’ People with AIDS are forcing an en- 
tire culture to overcome one if its dearest 
taboos: the discussion of death. Disease 
becomes what Jungians call a Demonic Tea- 
cher; so many of us have experienced a trun-

cated individuation, like children who get old 
and wise too quickly, coming to deal with the 
realities and exigencies of death in our com- 
munities and in ourselves. 

Sex and death, the two great bug-a-boos. 
We go out of our way to avoid thinking about 
them, until we can’t help it. Then, finally shar- 
ing our fears, we find some comfort instead of 
the pure horror we expected. That’s what these 
new books about AIDS do. The gay communi- 
ty, women and men, have led the way national- 
ly in every aspect of dealing with this crisis. It’s 
no surprise, then, that in 1988 there are gay 
voices telling what it feels like to have it (or 
what it does to those of us living under its 
shadow), bypassing well-learned fears that talk 
about Such Things threatens to make them 
come truer. 

Which is why we need to hear about these 
fears in the safety of story. Stories are about 
someone else. They are truth seen obliquely. 
They are funny, painful, recognizable. They 
begin and end, and we are still here. Like those 
they are about, like various lives, they come in 
all shapes and lengths, each appreciable for 
itself. 

ll four of Adam Mars-Jones’ short stories 

in The Darker Proof are about buddies, in 
the new sense of the term. ‘‘Slim’’ is a window 
into someone with AIDS’ thought gallery — 
his amalgam of memory, metaphor, familiar 
fantasies and old daydreams — during the time 
of one visit by a volunteer. It is a conversation 
each of us has had with ourself, now suffused 
in the yellow twilight of disease. Listen to how

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longingly and how well it begins. 

‘I don’t use that word. I’ve heard it enough. 
So I’ve taken it out of circulation, just here, 
just at home. I say Slim instead, and Bud- 
dy understands. I have got Slim.... Slim is 
what they call it in Uganda, and it’s a per- 
fectly sensible name. You lose more weight 
than you thought was possible. You lose 
more weight than you could carry. Not that 
you feel like carrying anything. So I’ll say 
to Buddy on one of his visits, Did you see 
the local news? There was an item about 
newt conservation, and then there was an 
item about funding Slim research. But newts 
fitst. What’s it like talking to someone 
who’s outranked by a newt? 


There is a shock of recognition in hearing this 


harrator’s voice. So someone else has thought 


that unthinkable thought, and lives to tell it. 
That someone, of course, is the author, our 
stand-in. In this case he is very London, very 
direct, though if he were from here, you’d be 
sure to notice him at the Stud or DNA. 

His last contribution, ‘‘Remission,”’ main- 
tains the same sense of humor in the voice of 
a person with AIDS. This one is about the ups 
and downs, exacerbations and minor re- 
prieves, the whole roller-coaster ride. The 
PWA here calls his two buddies Lovers, since 
they met him in answer to a classified ad he 
placed just before Diagnosis. They also met 
each other, stayed on to help nurse, and (pos- 
sibly) became each other’s lovers. 

What is marvelous about this voice, and so 
true, is its direct, let’s-have-no-bullshit tone. 
This character sees illness as a failure, 


‘¢ | .that’s obvious. You don’t have to be well 
to know that. But what is it a failure of?” And 
then he tells us: Imagination. His battle to not 
lose imagination is chronicled in hilarious 
descriptions of, for instance, the pleasure of 
tasting yogurt before it comes back up again. 
Or a comment on using a tape recorder to 
separately record good days and bad: ‘‘It’s a 
bit odd, using the same channel to get rid of 
some experiences and intensify others. But I 
don’t have to look farther than my underpants 
to remember a similar arrangement.”’ 

The other two stories in Adam’s half of the 
volume — those narrated by a survivor (‘‘An 
Executor’’) and a non-sexual partner met as an 
imposter at a meeting for HIV+ men (‘‘A 
Small Spade’’) — do not work as well, for me. 
Maybe they were just closer to home. The first 
is about being left to deal with all the ‘‘things”’ 
after a death. In the other, a brilliantly evok- 
ed last vacation by the British seashore is in- 
terrupted by a visit to hospital for a minor pro- 
cedure, now become a horrible glimpse of the 
future. 

Edmund White, the American half of this 
collaborative collection, sets each of his three 
tales in, or in returning from, Europe. The key- 
note here is Escape, but each turns a flight 
from reality inward, and takes us deeper into 
their experience. 

_ The first story, ‘‘Palace Days,”’ is an esca- 
pade out of the grim mortalities of East-70’s 
Manhattan in the mid-Eighties, an attempt to 
hang on to the heyday of partying that was the 
Late Seventies: Southern Belle/Golden Boy 
gone-slightly-paunchy Gallicized expatriate 
Manhattan queens each have last fling ro- 
mances with (pick one) Rich or Gorgeous 
young European before holding on — as the 
Spectre encroaches upon their extended jaunt 
— to each other. As in a standard boy-meets- 
girl love story, the principals wind up back 
together, as they were in the opening lines, 
‘“‘They came to Paris from New York as lovers, 
although they hadn’t slept together in a year. 
Of course they kept sleeping in the same bed, 
and of course they would never have admitted 
the shameful secret of their chastity.” 

I don’t want to say much about White’s se- 
cond story, ‘‘An Oracle,’’ for fear of dimin- 
ishing by even an iota the pleasure that awaits 
the reader who has not already discovered it 
in Christopher Street or the Men on Men an- 
thology. All that New York campy banter is 
displaced to a Greek locale, where a grown 
man still ‘pushing such an overripe version of 
the eternal boy’’ meets some Grecian trade and 
surprises himself. It is a story worthy of E.M. 
Forster, one of his homosexual romances. 
Luckily for us, Edmund White’s didn’t have 
to wait to be published posthumously. 

“Running on Empty” returns an intellectual 
to his family and his roots in the closed prairie 
towns of Central Texas. Luke goes back to be 
ill, and to remind us about life in the closet. 
One relative’s fundamental indifference to the 
Jim Bakker scandals comes out as, “‘It’s a 
good sign. It shows that Satan is establishing 
his rule, which means that we’ll live to see the 
Final Days, the Rapture of the Church.”’ It’s 
hard to argue with such reasoning. He re- 
sponds to his relatives with mixed feelings of 
sympathy as well as repressed hostility, all 
undercut now byhis own circumstance, as on 
a visit to an elderly family member: 


In the past, when Luke had paid these calls 
on relatives in nursing homes he’d felt he 
was on a field trip to some new and strange 
kind of slum, but today there was no dis- 
tance between him and this woman. In a 
month or a week he could be as blind, less 
cogent, whiter. 


Luke, again as isolated as he was in childhood, 
now has only memories in which he is still run- 
ning, a hunter following the spoor of straight 
“‘pals.’” We mourn for him, and appreciate the 
luxury of living (or even dying) ‘‘out.”’ 


pau! Monette (Taking Care of Mrs. Carroll 
and The Gold Diggers) lives in Hollywood, 
where he wrote film treatments and ‘‘enter- 
tainments’? — novelizations of films like 
Nosferatu and Scarface and Predator — then 
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Edmund White 


for two years lived through the diagnosis, the 
valiant battle and finally the death of his be- 
loved of twelve years. He’s spent the last two 
raging, grieving, then writing. The results: 
Love Alone: Eighteen Elegies for Rog, came 
out in February and the novel Borrowed Time 
is being released this month, will be a Book- 
of-the-Month Club alternate selection — and, 
as a good ‘“‘property,’’ is being optioned for 
film. 

Middle America just may be ready for it; we 
who have been living in the crisis certainly are. 
Last year Toby Johnson put all our fear fan- 
tasies about CIA plots into his fast-moving 
novel Plague, then turned them toward some 
healthy spirituality. And Randy Shilts (other 
criticisms aside) provided the masses with a 
hard-bitten blow-by-blow journalistic exposé 
of Reagan’s homicidal policies. Now it’s time 
for the story to be told as felt, from the inside: 
complete with agonized rage, positive denial, 
mordant wit, and finally all the tears. The 
whole experience, as Monette has it, of ‘‘liv- 
ing on the moon.”’ Early in Borrowed Time. 
on the beach at Big Sur, Paul asks Rog: 


“What if we got it?’’...I don’t remember 
how we answered that, because of course 
there wasn’t any answer. Merely to pose the 
question was by way of another shot at 
magic. Mention the unmentionable and it 
will go away, like shining a light around a 
child’s bedroom to shoo the monster. 


The book lights a way, page by page, along 
well-worn paths of experience — that’s how it 
has been, this is how it could be. 

The elegies, on the other hand, may be 
masterpieces. They: do not flow day by day. 
They spurt off the page in staccato, run-on 
short of breath, like old Greek written without 
punctuation or any space between words, 
which to be understood had to be orated. 
Paul’s poems of pain deserve to be read aloud 
and in a safe place; they are not, as a friend told 
me, for reading on the bus. They can be 
beautifully bitter: 


...let them

Or it can be excruciatingly wistful: 


let 
the wind blow through me whistling here 
_ and there 
aching to find the boy who used to play me. 


We know where this story ends, but along the 
way find all the common exposures and shared 
surprises that make it compellingly, terribly 
rewarding. Returning to the novel Paul recalls 
the compliment Roger’s father paid them a 
month before the death: 


“You boys are the best friends I’ve ever 
seen,’ he said. ‘‘You’re like Damon and 
Pythias.”’ It’s a long way for a man to come 
who couldn’t look me in the face for a year 
after Roger finally told him he was gay. A 
century after Socrates, Pythias was con- 
demned to death in Syracuse but wished to 
go home and settle his affairs. Damon, his 
friend, took his place in jail, agreeing to be 
executed if Pythias didn’t return. Of course 
he returned, and the tyrant who’d condemn- 
ed him was so moved by the friendship that 
he released them both. This is not a myth. 


Nor is it only Paul Monette’s and Roger 
Horwitz’ tragedy. It is also a gift to us, who 
need to read it as much as Paul needed to write 
it. In the realm of Memory, our story is at least 
as real as what actually happened. 

Now, after half a decade of accumulated 
pain, the raising of voices in story and poem 


’ (like each of the true tales in the pages of 


another new book, The Quilt: Stories from The 
Names Project) is a pleasure. 

If these voices sound familiar, maybe it’s 
that they evoke relatives that predate our fami- 
ly of birth, some stubborn ancestors like 
Socrates, whose life the two lovers read ‘‘to see 
how a man of honor faces death without any 
lies;’’ or Melville, with images of being elbow- 
deep in whale sperm and of floating to safety 
ona warrior lover’s coffin. ‘‘Does anyone ever 
get taught these things by anything other than 
tragedy?’’ Paul asks. It seems we can, in 
stories, when we’re ready — and lucky enough 
— to hear them. 

As the character in ‘‘Remission”’ assures us, 
‘‘Imagination is the last thing to fail me.’’ In 
the final analysis, our stories of*what we are 
made of, are all we have. 


The Beautiful Room Is 


Empty 
By Edmund White

t’s been almost six years since Edmund 
White came out with A Boy’s Own Story, 
a richly woven memoir of childhood and 
early adolescence. Then, writer Susan Sontag 
called White ‘‘one of the outstanding writers 
of prose in America today, and a steadily more 
complex, disciplined and authoritative writer.” 
White is back again with the companion 
piece to Story; The Beautiful Room Is Empty 


_ follows again in the autobiography-as-novel 


vein. Bucking a trend in a lot of American 
writing in the ’80s — disjointed, minimalist, 
vacuous — White delivers solid, resilient prose, 
brings characters of depth and passion alive 
and steers the reader gracefully through a 
warm, beguiling story. The reader is in good 
hands here; you feel White knows precisely 
where he’s going and you don’t hesitate a mo- 
ment in letting him take you there. 

In A Boy’s Own Story, White framed the 
themes he would build on in The Beautiful 
Room: the child’s awe and fear of the adult 
world, the struggle over sexual identity — in 
White’s case, realizing his gay impulses — 
rebellion versus conformity, fantasy, romance, 
obsession, honesty versus conceit. In this 
book, we pick up White’s protagonist as he 
moves from adolescence into manhood, the 
gay question looming more urgent and 
troubling. 

White’s young man has moved mostly away 
from familial matters and his relationship with 
parents into prep school and college at the 
University of Michigan. There he takes up with 
a Bohemian riff-raff bent on warding off the 
“frumpy cuteness of America in the 50s.’” He 
falls for Paul, ‘‘a tall scarecrow leaking straw, 
the pale uneven sheaves of his hair. His glasses 


were round, black, anarchist glasses, but his 
eyes were those of a nihilist without a 
program.’’ 

Through Paul he meets other painters, ar- 
tists, booksellers and develops a coterie of 
avant-garde friends. At the same time he 
deepens a relationship with a woman, Maria, 
whom he first knew in prep school and fan- 
tasizes about marrying her to cure his homo- 
sexual inclination. Maria, who later turns out 
to be a lesbian, is too much the free spirit and 
too sexually ambivalent to be interested. 
Though the two stay attached as friends, 
White’s protagonist goes elsewhere to satisfy 
his loins. 

Despite his loose association with the Bohe- 
mian community, the young man cannot face 
honestly his gayness, for this is the ’50s and 
things like gay pride and solidarity lay years in 


the future. To satisfy the sexual pangs, he starts 


hanging out in the university johns where he 
eagerly waits for beautiful preppy boys’ tanned 
lower torsos to be offered to him under the 
stalls: 

Time and time again I’d focus on this 
stranger on the other side of the door, will 
him into wanting me, impart to him perverse 
demands, blond hair, full lips, only to see 
him through the crack in the door: the 
middle-aged janitor with hairy ears. But 
then, just as I was ready to cash in my chips,. 
someone sat beside me, dropped his pants 
to the floor in a puddle, revealing strong tan 
calves above the crisp white ribbed athletic 
socks. A silence like a storm cloud gathered 
over the room, blocking out the hall noises. 
He tapped his foot lightly; I tapped mine. 
Then two taps, matched by two of mine. 
Three and three. 


The toilets grow quickly into an obsession:

the flushing water, the cool tiles and stench of 
disinfectant, the fear of being caught but the 
thrill of release, the faceless consummations. 
The toilets become a sub-text of White’s ex- 
ploration of repressed homosexual eroticism 
as well as an indictment of a society unwilling 
to permit open gay bonding or sexual/affec- 
tional éxpression. 


What emerges out of the ’50s is a nascent 
gay culture White’s hero begins to embrace. 
Much of it is still underground, furtive, self- 
deprecating, campy, raucous, but also warm, 
comradely, crazy, sensual. The narrator is 
caught up in the gathering storm, unable to 
shake off his homosexuality despite marathon 
group therapy sessions. By the time Stonewall 
arrives, there are enough people tired of har- 
assment, hiding, self-loathing to say, ‘‘No 
More!”’ The book ends with White’s hero pois- 
ed to enter the new era of gay liberation. 


The success of The Beautiful Room Is Emp- 
ty, aside from the literate and mature work that 


_ it is, has to come in the book’s universality: 


first and foremost to gay and lesbian people 
who will easily identify with its themes, and 
secondly, to anyone who appreciates the at- 
tempt to accept, understand and love in spite 
of a hostile culture. It is a book about sur- 
vivors, about people wrestling with fears and 
self-hatred, but hanging on to each other, to 
hope, to the promise of justice. The Beautiful 
Room Is Empty is truly an American Novel of 
our time.
